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PREFACE 


a consequence of the coMtniction of a dam across Uic Damodar itcar 
Panchet {Dislrici Purulia, West Bengal), about 9 miles From Telitupi, the waters 
of the river started engulfing the village of Tetkupi in 1957, The Jirsi news of this 
event reached the Archaeological Survey of Imliu that very year, when a few IreaJ 
persons appealed that the temples at Tclkupi shottld be iramplamcd to a safe place. 
Nc,\t year the request was repeated by the Govemmem of West Bengal, to liase 
jurisdiction Telkupi along with Puruha had been iransfcrrcd from Biliar by liit 
Bihar and West Bengal (Transfer of Tcrritoncs) Act 1956. In response to this, 
the Damodar Valley Corporattoji was requested by tlie Archaeological Survey either 
to exclude Telkupi from the area to go under water or to postpone the scheme (ill 
a thorough documentatJon of the site was made. Bur informaiion vs as received 
towards the end of January 1959 that the temples had already heeiii under vsaitr 
and nothing could be done lo save them from submergence. 

The Director Genera) of Archacotogy in India and 1 vveni to the sue on the 
lllh February 1959* only to learn that most of the temples along with the greater 
part of the village had gone under water, and to find the tops of TempEes 6, S, 9, 
10» 14, 15 and 16 protruding above water besides two teniple> (Tempies 17 and 
18) standing on the edge of the swollen river. Accord in gJy, the ^^'c^L Bengal 
Government was asked to examine if ti was possible to dewater the area complclcty 
and to keep it dry for a few monlhs, !iO that the temples, as lar as they vs-erc likely 
to have survived their submergence, could be accessible once more, and the possi¬ 
bility of iheir transplantation could be examined. No dewatering w'as, however, 
possible at that stage, and al! that was possible for me, as the Superintendent of 
the Eastern Circle of the Survey, was to examine and lo bring on record in June 
I960, when the water-level was the lowest, one lowerdess (TciiipJe 8) and two com¬ 
plete temples fTemples 9 and 10), besides a scrap of Temple l.\ at Bhairavallum and 
three others [Temples 16, 17 and 18), ah more or less dikipiihued. At that lime 
Temples 6, 14 and 15, all of which had caved in during the monilis of August and 
September 1959. were reduced to shapeless heaps of stones. 

The temples at Telkupi hiul been noticed in a few publications (Chapter Jl). 
but considering their numb^ and importance, these notices can hardly be regarded 
as adequate. Most of the temples are now engulfed in water and a few. whicJi 
exist in w'hole or parts and are somewJuu exposed during May and June, arc doomed 
to vanish ere long- Jt is, indeed, unfortunate that no full description of the temples, 
which, spread over more than seven centuries beginning with the ninth cemury or 
uv, formed an ouisianding ardiileciiiral group iiertaiiiing to regional ramiiicaiion 
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of the rekha order, was written during their Ureiimc. Tlie Jescriplion of the temples 
in this monograph is largely posthumous, being based on all previous notices 
and photographs to which I could have access and on my own observations of only 
a few' of them which could be seen during my second visit in June I960. I have 
made full use of all relevant lifcraiurc and unpublished photographs to whicti 1 
had access. The importance of these photographs to me is supreme, as at the time 
of my second visit all the Temples of Bhairavathan, cTtcept Temples 9 and 10, the 
latest temples of the group, the kitchen and scraps of Temples 8 and 13, were things 
of the past. Of the lemaining two groups, only tlirec (Temples 16. ! 7 and 18), 
with their crowning part broken, were found by me on that occasion. Almost all 
the available photographs have been reproduced here, for they are the sole surviving 
visual witness to the glorious career of this doomed tempJe-ceniTc. None of the 
accompanying photographs lias been published before also, except four in the 
collection of N. K. Bose (p. 9, n. I), Of the thincen temples of ibe first group 
of J. D, Beglar (p. 60). Temple 1 is not represented in the photogrophs. Nine more 
temples in the village were noticed by Beglar, Photographs of iwo (Temples 13 
and 18) of these were taken by Beglar, those of another two (Temples 14 and 19) 
were found in the collection of N. K, Bose, while eataiii rcinabis of tw'o (Temples 
16 and more, which were riot photographed by either of them, w'cre photographed 
during my visit. The photographs of the remaining three are not available. Of 
these, two, located in the east end of tlie village, were not considered by Beglar worthy 
of detailed description, while the third, located near Temple 18, was simply referred 
to as a temple dedicated to Vishnu or ^jva, 

I prepared this report in 1960 when 1 was the Superintendent of Ute Tiastem 
Circle. During my second visit to Tclkupi, 1 was accompanied by Shri Kalacliand 
Das, Photographer, and Shri Sanat Kumar Ohosli, Surveyor, who took photo¬ 
graphs and prepared drawings (figs. 1-4 and pi, I) of the monuments which could 
be seen. The party had to perform its task in none too easy circumstances, for the 
monuments, except Temples 17 and 18, could be approached even in the hottest 
month only on country-boats and after wading throu^ deep slushy mud and their 
tnteriOTs examined after the removal of knee-deep slime. To them my thanks arc 
due. I am also grateful to Shri N. K. Bose who placed at my disposal all his photo¬ 
graphs of Telkupi, to Shri Janakinath Misra, an iithabitani of Patharbadi-iola of 
Tclkupi, for the photograph published as pi, XVH B and to the Diroqior of 
Archaeology, West Bengal, for the photograph published as pi. XLlJi.

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CHAPTER 1 


r?* *a*RODUCTION 

Tdkupi (lal. 23’ 3^' N.; long, $6^ 35' E*). on ’iiiJ >>ank of Ihe Damodar 
now inciudcd in »hc area that has goiwr undcsf the swollen waters of the river 
under circumstances described in the Preface, was a waiile-and-datib,* though un¬ 
usually large, village (pL XVII CJ in the Ragltunathpur Police Station which Oil 
1956 was a pari of Manbhum District of BUtar but is now- comprised in Purulia 
Disirici of West Bengal It was 10 miles to the lumh-norih-west of RagltunaUtpur 
and 5 miles nortli-east of Oielyama, and its rite is approached from Raghunathpur 
by an unmetallcd road which divaricates from the Raghunathpur-aieiyama road 
near the fifth mile. 

The country is faitly open thougli not level The undulalions arc, however, 
not very pronounced, Imuicdiaicly below the surface and at some places slightly 
proiecting above ground arc rocks of granite-gneiss with promincni veins of quanz, 
iht i^cologkat fOTmuuoti being che Archaean. This roek however* hardly used 
as the building material of the temples which were almost invariably of sandstone, 
the nearest source O'f which is a hill at Panchltotc or Panchet Ct^ite of tlie earlier 
capitals of the tsijas of Kashipur, near Adra), 9 miles east of Telkupi, 

Of the origin of the name, the local people luive nothing to say, Telkupi, 
however, is undoubtedly the corrupted form of Tailaknmpl* the capital of Rudra- 
sikhara, one of ihc confederate chiefs who helped Ramaplla {circa a.i>- 10774120) 
to CTusit Bbima and to recover Varendri, The commcniary on the Rdmudtarita 
qualifies ihis king in the following terms: 

sanun'a-parisura-^visaratl'Orirraja-rtyi-gii^iiihgarvva^ftctttana-duhmii'davmiifax- 

This is all that we know of this scion of this Sikhara dynasty. That the area 
round Panciicl (Panchkote) and Telkupi is known as ^ikhara-bhum,^ evidently 
after the ancient ruling family, presupiiosos a long rule of the i^ikhara dynasty. It 
has been presumed that the rajas of Panchci and Kashipur. who are also titc owa^ 
of ail temples of Telkupi. were (he descendants of this fiikhara dy^ty, as the eaiUet 
niters of this family bore names ending with iekhara. ‘Sekfiar is tt name formerly

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boruc by all hold^eis <jf iJic Pilnctiei Raj, anU ihc uantc Sckltcirbhuui survives as ihc 
regular name of a portion of the estate and is couunoitly used in many parts of the 
district for tlte estate as a whole.'* 

The iUteteat herUage of Telkupi bj thus; mostly due to its being once the royat 
scat of the .^Ucharas, the lavish timmficcncc of one (kutpa-uiru Rudrasikhara) of them 
at least is known from the commentary of the Ramachufitu^ t.ocul [>eoplc. though 
completely unw'are of Tclkupi having once been the capital of the i^ikharas, told me 
that a portion of the village-habitation (covered by plot nos. 203P, 2040. 2041, 2042. 
2043. 2044. 2046, 2047 and 2048), with e^ttensivc remains t>r brick ami stone 
structures, had been kno^vn us mn/M/(palace). Possibly this spot contained ihe remains 
of the ancient palace. 

According to the Census of 1951/ the village of Tclkupi covered an area of 
1613 acres. It had two hundred and sixty occupied houses, the total number oi’ 
persons Iwing one thousand four hundred, and eighteen, Tlie principa! mean-i of 
livelihood was agriculiure, the numbers of (a) cultivators of land wholly or mainly 
owned w'ith their dependants, (2) cultivators of land wholly or mainly unowned with 
their depenjanrs, (3) cultivating labourers with llicir dependants being rospcclivcly 
one thousand and nine, two and one hundred and three. Among the nou-ugricttl- 
rural classes, t wieuiy«four (ineludmg of course dcjHfndanw) were cn^ged in produc¬ 
tion other t han cultivation and sixty-nine in commerce, while two hundred and eleven 
Uved on other services and miscellaneous sources. Tlicre was a lower primary school, 
the number of literates (all males) being only one htiiidred and ihirieeit. 

There was no market, either daily or weekly, TJtere were two ferry-boais. 
one connecting the western end of Tclkupi. with Sibpur (District Ohanbad) and the 
other IlhalTavuthan (p, 16) with Khatiapaihar (District Dhanbad). 

In order to understand the social and religious background of Tclkupi, 1 con¬ 
tacted the people of Telkupi. now dispersed in sc^iWaJ villages, a section of them 
having shifted to Palharbadi-tola, an elevated ground at the south-wcstcm end of 
Tclkupi whiclt is not yet submerged. Tiie result of my survey b summarised below 
to give an idea of the socio'religious structure of The village. 

The population was grouped into following castes and sub-casles, tabulated 
below in order of their numerka) strengtlt, the first having the lurgcst number;

somehow maintained itself. 


Not to speak of intermarrying, the people of one caste did not take food wiih 
tliose of another, except in the houses of ihe Brahmins and Maghaya Brahmins, They, 
however, had no objecUon to living side hy side.* In this TOnneclion U nwy be 
noted that most of iliese castes and 5iub<astes find mention in the Brihaddfimm- 
Ptirfuja and Bfahmyaivai'ia^Puraiia.^ 


The village was quite retruirkable for the observance of the following public 
festivals, mostly in honour of deities. 

(1) l).mda-chhiit3-parab on ihc flrsi day of Vaisakha (April-May), die first 
month of the Bengali year. According to the villagers tl represents the worship ol 
Jattai and Madhai, ihc Mkras functioning as priests. Of the two umbrellas pre- 
nared by the Miildkars wilh bamboo and paldsa (Bjffeo/nmdojro), one was worshipped 
■n the temple of Bhairavaniltha and the other, offered on behalf of Gajapali kin^. 
was planted on the sandy bed of the Damodar. The worship, with an ofTcring of a

(4) ^^li-puja (coreinojiial worship of the goddess K^l) on the new mooii 
iiighi of ViiJ^akha and Rilrtuka (October-No vein ber). 

(3) ChJiata-parab on the Iasi day of Bbadra (Augnsi-September). The cosl 
or ihis (resin^al) used to be borne by the raja of Kashipur in whose lemindary. 
panmularly in the past and prescnl hcadiiuarlers. it is still in wide currency and is 
ccicbraled wiih some show of pomp. An umbrella (generally with bamboo-spoltes 
I»vered by u clolb and decoraled wilh Bowers) with a long post was pUmed on 
the pouii^d (on plot no. 613) where Indra was worshipped by ihe Brahmins. A 
small fair (nieiu) used to lake place on that occasion. This fcstiial is generally observed 
by the hnd.ownmg Mirundars of Ihis Disirict, the object evidently being to propitiate 
the lord of gods presiding ovar rain which has a great bearing on paddy-erop. Tliis

Besides these public fisuvais, there were a few other festivals. Thus* Vi^vakarmn 
was worshipped by the smiths (Karmakars) on the last day of Bhadra* while every 
family wershipped Manasa usually on the last day of Srftvapa (July-August). Lakshml 
was^.dso worsWppcd by some ramilics on the last days of Bhidra and Chailra, 


CHAPTER 11 


PRmOUS NOTICES 

The earliest description of the temples is by J- D, Be^dar, who visited llic 
place twice.* His repoTI ts reproduced in the Appendix (pp. 60-64) in view 
of the fact lhatt apart from 1)ctng the first, the description is al 5 o the fuUcsi 
of alt the existing ones, not to mention that ihe volume containing it hus long been 
out of print and is net readily available. In brief, Bcglar saw here throe groups 
of temples, the first and the largest, consisting of thineeri temples, being on the 
brink of the river Damodar. His description of this group is more complete titan 
those of the other two groups, though they constitute the only notice thereof. 

Though Beglar's report on Tclkupi carries no illustration, he took some photo¬ 
graphs of the temples. The List of Auckm Monuments in Bengal'^ refers to the 
existence of ‘several photos relating to this group of temples in the Indian Museum, 
Calcutta’, On a reference to the lUt of photo-negatives in the Indian MuseumV I 
found that these photographs, which arc nine in number, were no other than those 
taken by Beglar. At my request, the Arehaeoto^cal Section of the Indian Museum 
traced the photographs in its collection and supplied me witJi copies thereof. In 
view of their great unportance, all of them arc published here (pis* li, V-VH, IX, 
XI B, XVI, XVm and XXVll). 

In the seventeenth volume of the Statistical Accotm of Bengal* W, VV, Hunter 
casually referred to the Telkupi temples withoui any description whatsoever : 

‘There are eight or nine of these temples at Telkupi on the Ddmodar; 

and there is there an image still worshipped by the people in the neightK^urhood, 

which they call Birup. This ima^ I have not seen; but it is probably intended 

for the 24th Tirthankara, Vlrd or Mahivir^, the last of the Jain deified saints.' 

Birup, no doubt, stands for fihairuva. the presidingdeity of Temple If) (p. 2J) 
of BhairavathSn.

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The next reference, which is also cxlietncly sketchy, occurs in the Lixt of Ancient 
Mommietiis fn Benzol mentioncU above. The description therein is based on that 
of Bcglar, but the foltowing additional remark is sigiiiftcant; 

The ruins of these temples (of BhairavalMn, U. Bcglat's first group) 
are the most extensive in tlie whole district. The Tivet has gradually been 
encToathing on the high bank on which m rums stand, and lempk after 
temple has lallen down,' Huge blocks of stone, fragmenls of Idols, carved 
ornamenrs in stone,—all tie heaped up promiscuously in the t«d of tbe Damu- 
dar and their traces are being gradually obliterated by accumulations of sand,' 

Next chTonoloiiically is ihcrcpori^ of T. Bloch, Archacologrcai Surveyor, Bengal 
Circle, who visited Tclkupi in the early part of 190X Tire report is not only 
extremely sketchy but also docs not contain any additional inforniation except that 
only ten temples out of ihe thirteen seen by Bcglar in the first group were standiag 
at the time of his visit. The following is all that he says ; 

‘Next lu order of interest comes the large group of temples at Telkupi, 
on the banks of the Damodar. Tliey are said to have consisted origitially 
of forty lemples, but at present only ten exist, more or les^! complete, noi count¬ 
ing some isolated ones outside the principal group. Two temples are quite 
modern, and worsiiip is still going on there. Tliey are called the temples of 
Bhairabnath‘ and Kali Mai*. The other older ones are rtow- deserted and 
have been neglected for ages. Two* of them had a hhndfokn or hall built 
in front of the shrine and had some fine carvings, but they are now very much 
dilapidated. Tlie smaller shrines have only one single cell, and some small 
monolithic temples are also lying about there* The deota is generally a Maha- 
dev or linga, but a few Suryas also c.xisl. The lintel usually has the nuie 
planets carved in relievo; 

Three pliotographs^ of the tentples taken during Bloch’s visit to the place arc 
reproduced here (ph. Ill, IV and Vf!l), In these photographs, which relate to 
Bhairavathan, the outlines (some almost indLstincl) of nine (out of ten wliich stood 
in 1903) of the first group of Beglar are disccmible,

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The Districi Gazetteer hardly adds anything new lo what was published beforci 
except the foltowing observations; 

‘The doorway (of Templet of BegJar) described by Mr, Beglar is once 
more giving way ; there are only scanty traces of the external plaster and its 
sculptured devices, and much of the detail of the lower is now obscured by a 
mass of creeper, otherwise Mr. Bcglar's description ts still true lo the facts.' 

A short notice of two of the annual fairs ofTelkupi, however, found place in 
the Gazetteer ! 

The place is considerably frequented now-a-days by Hindu devotees, 
and a fair, known as the Khdai Chandi Mela, is held in tlic month of Pans, 
which is attended by Hindus from considerable distances. Another fair, 
called tiic Baruni Mela, is held in the last days of Cimitra, which is largely 
attended by Sonthals lo whom the place is specially holy as situated on iheir 
sacred stream, the DSmodar (Nai), into which they throw ihe ashes of llicii 
dead. On this occasion it is said that the Sonthah are rigidly exciiidcd From 
the main temple enclosure known as the Bhairabtlian, and they take no pari 
in any of the religious ceremonies performed at that time in honour of the 
Hindu deities/ 

In the early thirties were publ^hed two short notices of the temples by N. K, 
Bosc,^ who had visited them in the first week of December 1929. He was rbe first to 
notice the sumlarity and dissimilarity between these temples and those of Orissa. 
Says he in one of them: 

‘The two temples at Bhairab-thfin in Teikupi, which arc of a comparu' 
lively recent date, present more points of resemblance with the later temples 
of Orissa than those of earlier age. 

The bnfa of one* of (he temples at Bhairab-lhan is composed of five 
elements, vie. t&Ut j^ngha^ h^itJhanS, upiir jangfm and harmda. It 

is a rule in Uic case of the later temples of Orissa Uiat erotic couples should 
be placed in niches in the upqrjangha and vir&la figures in corresponding places 
of the tah jSngha. In the case of the above temple at Bhairab-thiiii, the order 
of the virala and erotic figures has been reversed and both sets accommodated 
in the tala jSngha^ leaving the upar jSngtia bare. This was probably due to 
the artist^ lack of ramiliarity with the rules current in Orissa. This absence 
of virala figures and of the five-fold construction of in the rest of the 

temples of Telkupi definitely prove the above two traits to be exotic in their

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oriran. These features, as well as the presence t>f a flying lion (Jf^oppa singha), 
tn the stylo of Orissa, on ihe jagwmhan at Bhaiiab-tliSn definitely connect 
the later history of this locality with that of Orissa. 

■■Further proof of such connection is also furnished by the nature of a 
certain rcliaous ceremony observed in this paiticular area. The village of 
Telkupi lies in the zemindary of the Raja of Panchakoie, who lives in the 
village of Kashipur near Adra. On the ftrsi day of the Ben^li ycar Ost of 
Vaisakha). a ceremony (i-e. Danda-chhatapanib) is performed in the middle of 
the river-bed at Telkupi. Two umbrellas, made of bamboo, arc adorned 
garlimds ofJte^ flowers and carried in procession with muac to the nver-heo. 
There they are set up in the sand with due ceremonies, when goats are 
sacrificed and cakes ipUha) are offered. One of the umbrellas is dedicated 
on behalf of the 'Tajah of Kashipur”. and the other in the name of the 
•^gahwati Sing of Puri”, This was reported to the presenl WTitw, a^i two 
years ago, by an old man named Rakhal Bhandari (aged al^ut 60) of Tclkupj, 
who is himself a priest connected with local ceremonies, ll is said that 
soon after the umbrellas have been posted in the ground, thw an^ 
a storm which sweeps away the umbrellas, garlands and eteryihmg which 
is placed there. This is supposed to signify the formal acceptance of the 
gifts by the deity worshipped. 

*A particular ceremony and certain, detaib of architecture and sculp* 
lure thus offer proofs of a more inllirtatc conneclion between the Damoditr 
valley at Manbhum with Orissa than what is to be found at presem.* 

N. K, Bose was also the first to publish some photograplis of the temples 
of this centre. During his visit he took seven exposures.^ These mpc^i\^ly 
represent five temples, the details of a jamb and a view of the Village. Of the five 
temples, two (nos. 8 and 10 of Beglar^s first group) belonged to Bhauavalhan, om 
(no 10) tiearlv emire and the other dilapidated found by me during my second visit. 
Of the TtmaiAinglbrce^twofTemples Hand 15)col1apscd in August-Seplembw 1959 
and one (Temple 19) had been dismantled (p. 41) by the local people. Two (pis, XIX A 
and XXXll A) of tlic photographs of these three are imakahle, as these two 
temples, ihoogh iimdequuidy noticed by Beglar, were not photographed by either 
Beglar or Bioch,

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CHAPTER III 


LAYOUT AND U)ENTinCAT10N OF THE TEMPLES 

I. TEMPLES AT BHAIRAVATHAN 

Tliere is (to site-plan giving the location of tiic temples bcfoie the caiasiirophe 
look place, Beglar‘s mentions three groups, The largest being to the norih 
hy a litilc east of the village and on ihe brink of liie river; u second group 
close to ihe village- and somewhat to its west, ant! a third group within Ihe soiiih- 
east end of the village.’ This does not lead us far about the location of individual 
temples of llic groups, far less of the relative positions of the thirteen temples consli' 
luting the first group, referred to by subsequent writers as BhairavathSn, However, 
an attempt has been made to indicalc the approxitnatc locattou of each temple at 
BhairavathSn on the basts of Bcglar's report and of his and BtochT photographs 
giving the general view of the temples (pb. il, III and IV), About the accuracy, 
to any large degree, of the locations of most of the temples in the plan (fig, ]), I have 
no claims to make, for photographs, it need hardly be said, do not give any accurate 
idea of plans and distances. However, the plans and positions fnler se of Temples 
8, 9 and 10 are correct, as they were seen and recorded hy me. Their positions have 
provided some data in fixing tentativety the positions of other temples Of the group. 

The cadastral survey map, prepared hy die revenue authorities in 1920-21, and liie 
Selllemen! Record of the village, copies of both of which were obtained by me from 
the Deputy Commissioner of Purulia, help in the location of the other temples of 
Telkupi. Tlic combined data obtained from them are shown in the map (pi, 1). 
The sites of Temples 14. 15 and 16 shown on the map are plotted on the bisis of 
ficld-dala supplemented by information from the local people. A coirciatio]! of 
the temples with those of Bcgbr is not easy, for the common links are lew, Narasiriiha- 
than of Ihe map, however, is no doubt the one of the second group of Beglar men¬ 
tioned by him to contain an umgc of Narasiifiha. 

To turn to the ideitliUcaiion of individual temple at Bhairav’aihun. As the 
river Hows here from west to ca.st. It is evident that iJirec of the four temples on 
pi. II (BcgtarT photograph’) face cast. Now Temples 2, 4 and 5 of Beglar faced east, 
Temple 1 faced south and Temple 3 west, Oji this showing, those which on the 
same ptalc face cast arc identical with Templci 2, 4 and 5 of Beglar; again as, 
according (o Beglar. Temple 5 was behind Temple 4, those temples are to be identified 
with ifie iw'O dexter ones of the same plate^ so that the rcmatntng cast-lacing one is 
Temple 2. The one of wltich no door is visible on ilie plate is to be equated with

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Temple which faced wcsi. Temple 1 docs not appear on the plate j ii was evi¬ 
dently not covered by the camera. Thus ideniilied, we can recognize Temples 3 
and 4 on the extreme dexter of pi* III and Temple 4 in the same Haah of pi, IV, both 
Bloch’s photographs, Pgrtiai views of Temples 2, 4 (both merged together on 
the extreme sinister) and 5 (on extreme dcxicr) arc available in pi. IX (Beglar'’s photo¬ 
graph). It is almost ceriain that Temples I, 3 and 5 represent Utose three which 
had disappeared between tlic visits of Bcglar and Bloch ip, 7). 

Of the lemptcs at Bhairavathan, liiree, Temples (S, 8 and 10, had^ according 
to Bcglar^ Ttitthamf^dapas or porches. Of the temples seen by me as standing, two 
had this appendage, and as they tally with Beglar's descriptions of Temples $ and 
10* lltey can be safely identified as such. Pis. X and XJ A, representing one of the 
temples as seen by me, is tdenlical with the sinister one on ph V (Beglar’s irfioto- 
graph) and can, therefore:, be regarded as Temple 8, facing cast, 

Bcglar slates that the tower of Temple 6, facing west, was covered externally 
whb coals of pla-ster having sculptured devices, ornaments and figures. This is, no 
doubt, icJenlicaJ with the central temple on pi, V, ihc site of which was indicated by a 
heap of stones, both carved and plain, and detached chunks of thick plaster at the 
time of my second visit, the temple itself having tumbled down. To make conclusive 
liie idcntdlcaiioa of Temples 6 and S Ihus arrived at, the caption of the photograph 
(pi. V) ilseJf calls the two temples appearing thereon Temples 6 and 8, Beidar also 
look individual photographs of Temple 6, They are illustrated on pis. VI and VII 
and Bloch’s photograph of the same temple on pi. VIIT. 

Beglar's photograph of Temple 7, identified by its label, is shown on pi. IX. 
A narrow strip of this temple is seen on the extreme dexter of pL V* In Bloch’s 
photograph on pi. 111, this temple appears as the dexter one of the central group, 
the other two of this group being respectively Temples 6 and 8. 

Temple 8, as panially photographed by Bose, is illustrated on pi. XVTI A. 
Photographs of the same temple hiken at the tunc of my second visit appear on pis, 
X and XI A, Bcglar took a photograph of (he m<ih(lmandapa of the temple (pi. Xf B). 

The temples illustrated on pis. XII-XIV were seen by me and agree with 
Beglar's descriptions of Temples 9 and 10. There is, therefore, no difficuily in 
establishing their idcjilificalien* Temple 9 does not appear on any one of Bcgktr’s, 
Blwh’s or Bose's photographs. But the upper porttoii of Temple 10 is seen on the 
sinister of Temple 6 on pL VII (Begiar’s photograph), on tfic extreme sinister of pi. 
Ill (Bloch's photograph) and also on pi. XVil D (Bose’s photograph). 

Of the two templ^ appearing somewhat prominently in the dexter middle 
ground of pi, IV (Bloch s photograph), the gap^l of one is atmosl entirely broken. 
This has to be identified with Temple II, which iiad lost the upper pan of its tower 
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€V€n during tinm. TTic rfinniuing ends, Lhus« Tempi® 12 nguring individually 

on pi. XVI (Begbir^ photograph). Both, accorduig to Beglar, faced cast. The 
temple appearing on ph IV somewhat rndtstinctly ai some distance to the sinister 
of Temple 12 has its door visible on the from (west). Tins tallies dth Temple 
a fragment of which was also seen by me during my second visit. 

The carved monolith lying in the foreground of pi lH is one of 'miTiiatare 
sinale-oell temples (solid of course)’ wltich, acoonding to Baglar (below, p. 63) were 

numerous on the site. . . ^ , * * i u t ..r 

A word is necessary to explain fig, I, ^ stated above, the plans of Temples 

S, 9 and 10 and their relative positions are correct, as the lempks were seen and 
recorded by me. With them as the basis, the approximate location of Temples 
6 and 7 on tlic evidence of Begtar’s and Bloch's photographs was not very difficult, 
though accuracy is ruled out in the circumstance, A comparison of pis. Ill and IV 
will show that Temples 11 and 12 were situated at a considerable distance from 
Temple S, for they do not appear in the wide enough foreground of the former, 
which indicates that to include them in the photograph on the latter the camera 
had to be shifted far to the soudi^wcsi. Their exact location is now anybody’s 
guess. Temples 2, 3,4 and 5 have again been plotted from photo^aphs and, there¬ 
fore. suffer from all the resultant disadvantage, though their dirccuon from Temples 
S, 9 'and 10 may not be entirely off the mark. 

A compound-wall (below, p. 22), enclosing Temples 9 and 10, was seen by me 
and accordingly plotted in fig. 1. Plates m and IV (the former clearly and the latter 
indistinctly) show another east- to-west compound-wall to the south of Temples 7 
and 8, which turns north towards Temples 2. 3 and 4, Tlie alignment of this wall 
and its relation to the first wall as shown in fig. 1 ore conjectural, as no part of tt was 

seen by me. 

2. OTHER TEMPLES 

DifftcuU os the identification of the temples at Bhairavathan is, that of 
the temples outside is even more dillicuU. To start with the temples, the remams 
of which 1 saw. 

To the south-west of Bhairavathan, at a considerable distance, was a temple 
(Temple 16) vrilh animageofShrya in its .sancUim. To its south-east was a north- 
facing temple (Teniple 17) of Narasimha. At some distance to its south-west was an 
cast-facing temple acntplc IB), enshrining a togo. To its east (slightly east-south¬ 
east) were two standing door-jambs of a temple ( Temple 19), with the stones 
of its walls robbed, thus leaving something like foundatton-irenchcs and the 
floor Besides, heaps of stones were noticed at two places (marking the sites 
of Temples 14 and 15, the tops of which I saw during my first visit) 10 
the north-easi and north-west of Temple 16 and a heap of bricks and brick-bats 
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(Temple 20) and iwo seutplurcs lo ihe south of Temple 18, Furfher, the slame of 
a female clcphanl'rider, locally called LidoR (p, 46}r hty *0 souliMOutll*easl of 
Temple 18. 

Two fixed points are the Narasimha temple fTcmple 17* pis, XXUI-XXV) and the 
Temple with Jinga (Temple 18, pk. XXVlIf-XXXI), both mentioned and the latter 
photographed by Bcglar (pL XXVU), 8eglar mcniiops a ‘broken lemple of Vishnu 
Chaturbhuj. Tins temple is valuable, from having lost its front, while the other 
parts arc to a great extent almost uninjured, and therefore capable of illustrating 
eirectually the constructive features of this class of temples. See photograph.' 
It is, thus, clear that he took a photograph of the temple (Temple 15).^ which can, 
therefore, be no other than the one jllustratcd on pi. XVIII (Beglar's photograph). 
Inside the sanctum, however, there is clearly a standing two-armed statue of Sfirya 
and not a four^armed Vishpo as staled by him. 

Similarly, the Silrya lemple (Temple 16, pis. XIX B, XX. XXI and XXII A) 
seen by me, as distinct from the preceding one, may be the temple described by 
Beglar as Vith Lakshmi over the entrance : a four-armed statue of Vishnu is 
enshrined in the sanctum". 

The temple (Temple 14) nearest to the BhalravanStha group, To the right and 
aboul 1,000 feet south’ of which the first of Beglaris so-called Vtshou temple was 
situated, w'as not photograplied by him. However, one of Bose's photographs (pi. 
XTXA) tallies with Bcglar’'* description ofthe temple and can be safely regarded as 
illustrating it. 

The temple to which the door-jambs seen by me (Temple 19, pi. XXXIIl) 
belonged was photographed by Bose (pi. XXXII A). Its ruins, as 1 found them, are 
illustrated on pi. XXXTI B. 

All these temples, except Temples 14, IS and 16, have been plotted with the help 
of The Settlement Records and the cadastral map (pi. 1) where the location of the 
UdoIUmage is shown as Niranilhfin, The sites of both Temples 18 and 19 were record¬ 
ed as Sivathan, while those of Temples 20 and i 7 as ParvatUhan and NarasimhaihSn 
respectively, Tlie deserted temples, 14, 13 and 16, were not mcnlioned in the 
Records; evidently they were not significant for revenue purposes. These were 
plotted on the map with the help of the local people and field-data. None of these 
three temples were known after the enshrined images. Thus. Temple 14 was known 
locally a.H Mahfinli Del (tieul) and IS as Majhipukurcr Del, as they were located on 
the banksoftho tanks called Mahanl (plot no. 491) and Majhi-pushkaripl (plot no. 
J49), These sites are recorded os puraiun patit (old uncultivable waste). Temple 16 
was known as Gaonbediyar Del, as it was located at the head of one of the 
habitation-settlements of the village (gdon)> 
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1 also took t photegrspb of this temple.

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CHAPTER IV 


THE lEMPLES 

I. TEMPLES U‘I3) AT BHAIRAVATHAN 


The furgest coiicencration of ihc temples ivas at BhHiravaihan. which wa'i 
sited on the brink of the original Damodar, The river has now encompassed it «ti 
al) sides (pK XLIM), Indeed, the encToachniein is so complete that the Icmcr 
portions of the temples remain under water throu^oul the year, except in the month 
of June, When i Rrsi visited the site in the month of February 1959. I eml^tked on 
the top of a flat-roofed kitchen (p. 25) belonging lo the Qhairavamlilui temple. 
On ihat cKTcasion I had seen the upper porlknis of four temples, of which two iTcmpIcs 
9 and 10 of Beglar), the later and simpler ones, w'erc alone standing during my second 
vbii+ Of ihe remaining two. which were badly shattered and covered with trees, 
one (Temple 6 of Bcghir) was found on the second occasion completely collapsed 
down to the plinth. The wTcck of the other Temple fTcmple 8 of Beglarj. though 
not so complete, w^as disastrous (pi. X), Oulsidc the enclosure of the BhatravunStha 
icmplc I not iced (he remains of not less than ten Temples, all reduced to heaps of stone 
slab^ besides a fragmeni of Temple 13. Apart from numerous ruined temples und 
fully exposed tf/igas and arj^hya-patfax, there were thirteen temples here at the time 
of Beglar's virit. But on the eve of the submersion there were only five temples (Tem¬ 
ples 6, 8, 9, 10 and 13) stunding due to Ihc cncrt^achmcnt of the river. Of these tem¬ 
ples j three, vit. Temples 8,9 and 10, were in daily worship, the deities being Bhairavu- 
iiiitha in the deuI of Temple 10, Ambika (pi. XV C) under the name of PrirvaiL 
Andjllikasura-vadlia-mOrti (pi. XV B) under the name of und » few iitifsoA 

Inside ihc faf^aiiwhmia of Temple 10. Kali and Vishpu (pL XV A) inside Temple 9. 
a iitiga ealled KISn-Biiairavn in Ihe th'ul of Temple 8 and Hve or six HAgtLS in iltc 
jagatnohiuifi of Temple 8. 

In de.scribing the temples of Bhairavathan I have followed the irumbeni of 
Beglar. 


A. TtMl'LE 1 

As already noted (Preface), the photograph of thU temple, which faced south 
and was the nearest to the river, Ls not available. From the fact that ii has heen 
described as similar to Temples 2, 7 and 11 m material, execution and omamentation, 
it may be prcsiinicd that it conformed to the early type (pp. 52 ff.) prevalent here.

by a set of khurd and inverted khiirii,^ A single A/jnrd-shaped moulding formed llw 
over which was the recess demarcating the tryanpt hdtiu from tlie goniiL The 
recess, which did not run over the froiii raJidt was relieved with pilusten and possibly 
with Irdlis-pallents. Projecting ov-cf the roce&s was the gati^h of which the bottom 
moulding, a khurd, had a row of inverted stepped pyrmnUls al the base as in 
Temple 7. T]k plain ashlar work of the lower pan of the front raba looks like onginal. 
The soulherri TO/ri? (visible in the photograph) was relieved with an interlacing of 
t'Atf/rtw*windows. The kotiika was divided into two Hfta-pagas. the corner having 
hbwuis. Each hhumi consisted of three hfium-vurtuit.h^, the upper two clasped logclher 
by a t'AuifVfl-wrjiidow' and die lowest also relieved w'llh a c/im’fytf-wiiidow', and a 
circular hhumi-tjiuld. Only one hfmmi was preserved at the south-eastern corner, 

Ov'cr the architrave, sealing the vestibule, was a projected t hfuj^di above which 
was a recess with pilasters and trelJK-patterns, Over this reccijs was a succession 
of two plain It/jurd-shapcd khciUmrd,\, separated by an inconspicupu.s recess. The 
lower khM./uirii, its lop in one continuous line waih that of die hotiom moulding 
of the gurufi, had a row' of inverted stepped pyriimtcls ai the base. 

A lihga, according to Begtar. was in worship in this sanctuary.

Imniediaicly to the south-east of Temple 2, was Temple 3 (pis, II and III) facing 
west. U had, atx'ording to Begtar, a tihgd, Tri-ratha oo plan, it w'as of ashlar 
stonework. An uncarved moulding demarcated the hdda from the gani^i, the latter 
austerely plain. Pilasters did not relieve the hdtJu, The w-cstern rahd, which con¬ 
tained the door, w'as more projected than the others,

Singularly Interesting was Temple 6 (pis. Ill, IV, V, VI. VIt, Vil! and XVTI 
B*). reduced to a heap of yellowish sandstone slabs-and chunks of plaster at the lime 
of my second visit. Amidst the debris I found circular hhumi-amlm and carved 
stones, many of them coated with a tluck plaster in whicJi were decorative designs. 
The importance of this temple lay in its being the only specimen, photographed intaci. 
representing the evolved form of the early type of Telkupi. 

The bSda was trywlga^ though the plan had been elaborated into nava-rathu^ 
The number of mouldings, which constituted the pahliSgo, b not known, as we 
see in the photograph only three mouldings-inverted khura, kfmrd dtid pafd in the 
form of the combination of khura and inverted klturd (from top downwards) — 
exposed above the ground. Tlie lowest two mouldings, it may be presumed, were 
khunl und kunthho. The topmost moulding of the pdhbdga was absent on the rdhd, 
the niche of which started immediately above the second moulding (from the top) 
of the pdhhagat Tlie kdnika^ mtfraiha and amtriihd of the jdngha had each a pilaster 
with a set of khura and inverted kburd each at the base and at the top. The varmHht 
was a single A AcriT-shaped moulding capped by a recess havbig pilasters with trcllis- 
patterns in between. All the except the west one, were decorated w'ith 

the miniature replica of the temple itself, its u/n/d fashioned against ibcTecess betw'cen 
the hdda and gapdi of the temple. In the rdiid of the hdda of the rekho miniature 
was a framed oblong niche for a purfro-f/crord. A recess demarcaicd the from 
the gapdi ot this miniature, and the pugos of the gdttdi were retievod with r/w/tya- 
windows. Tlie west rufui provided the narrow sT^siibulc with the architrave pro¬ 
jecting forward from ijic door-tuiiel as the ceiling. Over this architrave was a chhajjd, 
above which was a recess relieved with a rnellis-patiem. the taller panelled by pilasters' 
The khokkard-shdped member over the recess had in the central part a bust (Siva?) 
with three figures on the dexter and four on the sinister. The two figures at (he

As in (he early type of this place, the gmnii was initialed by a conspicuous 
^Wrt*shaiied moulding, the tmhdtifi cf which had 4l row of inverted stepped 
pyramids, the latter capping over a set of corbels going upwards from the recess. 
Of the ninepflffftt of the relieved with Uuetlacings of c/mrfw-w'iiidows, the 

kanika had seven hfiiimhf each consisting of three ^Aur^^aped fr/iKnn-V£/rii^(/w and 
a circular hhiiinhtimiti. Above the seventh, bhmu-amid were iwo more mouldings 
crowned by the visami^ whicJi partook of the pogu-divisions. The fronta) rdhd was 
distinguished by I he reprcsciii iitioii of a rekha^ which had an oblong niche for an image, 
Thb replica had < hrec niouldings in the pdbhdga and a single one for varamh. 

Over the ri.vwmtf was a succession of aw'ith a faceted lop, a large «mAf and 
dismembered fragments of possibly a kktpitri. The second facet of the heki 
jcemed to have been fluted. 

Thus, in ibis temple wc find not only the evolution of the ground-plan into 
uftw-ra/Ai/, but also the uddilton of a miniature on the three rdhtJs of the 
bdda and a fourth cm the frontal rdbcl of the gatjdi^ 

In a later period a large pillared m(tftdttia»{tcrpa was added to it. The internal 
consiniction of this structure and the succession of additions in the doorway of 
the sanctum have been described in some details by Bcglar (pp, 60 and 61). 

That this tempk was held in high sanctity wm vouched by layers of stucco- 
decormions applied loitatdinbrem times. This later decoration consisted not only 
of r/iHrVvtf-window.s. flowers and creepers hut also of figures. Thus, in the kdrtfi were 
aibimes m iJic role of supporting the gatjdi, as in the hnecnth-ceniury temples of 
Barnkar (p. 5H).

Inimediaicty to the souili»wcsi of Temple b was Temple 7 (pis. HI, V and 
IX), facing north, Tri^ratha on plan, it seems to have been a slightly earlier version 
of Temple 17 fp. 33). The pdhhdg^ of the tryaAga had possibly fi\^ 

mouldings -khurd (buried below ground), ktmhha, pafd, khurd and inverted 
kfmrd. The three tdftdx^ of the jmigfta contained a framed niche for the 
p/TrfiWewifJ, Over the lintel of the niche was a djhqtjdy above which w'as a 
recess relieved with pilasters having corbelled capitals and trcUis-paiiems between 
the pilasters, .Above the recess was a succession of two khdkhards separated by 
a thin stepped recess, Tlie lower kftdkftard had a row of inverted stepped 
pyramidi ai the base. The upper kftdkhard projected against the varafi(ld 
moulding. T!ie remaining portion of the fdtigltn had six pilasters, three on either 
side of the w/w, the centra) slighfiy more projected than others. The umennosi 
pilaster was attached to the rdhd. Thc.ve pilasters had a set of khurd and inverted 
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khurtl al the base and ai the top* I be vnriunta. a plain A-shaped moulding, mus 
capped by a recess relie^'cd with inelHs*paiterns between pilasters^ the latter with 
corbelled capitals.

A corbelled niche, meant for lessening the load^ was provided above the liut 
ceiling of l!ie ctitraace-opening. The ceiling of the porch wav nuidc of three slabs, 
vvhieh were [verched on the topmost corbel of a series ul thirteen, projeciiitg from 
the side walk in the form of inverted steps. 

The iiail wa.s pifflt'fm-rutfM on plan, including ihc projection containing the 
niche for the ftarsva’ik'yituit As it' the fully-developed Orissan temples, its 
h«d (ive divi.sions. i he p^Mulga wui of live mouidingv -ktumh kimihfta, prcsctiting 
ihc appearance ot’ u fnirttifk^ iTt'fttihntUa C hchuht) Iruit at the places where th^e 
were lluliiigs. k/ttii fl, kutti and inverted khurd, ilic last ihrec dispropotlionalely thin. 
AU ilie mouldings are connected at inlcrvals by vertical tiiinds. Tlie Kwiikit ot ihc 
lower /(ingha had iwo round pilasters cinwined by the iaits of snakes, the outer pilaster 
having larger cirtii (pk V). In the iwo recessc.-- (helw'cen outer arid inner pilasters and 
inner pilaster*and imtmU/ut) were crudely-esecuicd figures, some unfinished. The 
figures in ihc extant poftions seen by me were ramirant lions in ihc upper regisler and 
female figures or couples in the lower, an arrangenicm uiiliku the tradition in Orissa 
where ihc I'ampant lions occupy ihe rcees> of the lower itlngfui and iidWAiiJ (or eoupt*^!

On this minuiturc, 
which wav in alignment with ihe outer pilasicr. was possibly curved the iiood of a 
snake, the laU of which coiled round the outer pilaster ol the idPghti, The central 
proicction. in alignnienl wiih the pUid-mmulf of ihc Mt^a. tiad si set of five mouldings- 
kiutrdt kitttiffhar A'/uwa. and inverted AAffrcI—al (he haw and a wri of ihrce mould* 
iugs -kinird, mli and inverted A/mriJ above ihc frame of an oblong niche. The 
mturiithu of iht Troni side alone had ihcsc two sets ol mouldings,

The jambs of ihe door-frjuue had al Ihe base a crude figure of a female, ilic 
dexter one within a khdkimra^muii^i and ilic sinister within a (/itltl-rntridL 'Hie re- 
maining portion above these nrwj<//> was divided into three facets wlndj also conJi* 
lined on the Untel^ the latter having in ilic centre a foiir-arnicd figure of Gatjesa-. 
seated ia sukhasamt. The trunk of the %iire applied to a bowl of tuififiikitu held 
in the lower left Jumd of the deity who carried a hatchet in tlie upper right hand. 

Tlic of the sanctum was made of flat slabs resting on the 

topmost corbel of a series of ten. There was a niche over the Hal ceiling of Ihe 
passage (between the door-frame and the sanctum), but it had no top opening to 
give access lo the chamber above the fiarMta-mmla. 

The litiga enshrined in it was known as Kala-BJiairavii. 

From the degenerate workmanship of the relief:; ami on considerations of lU 
somew'hat alien architectural features it may be presumed that ihe temple, which 
was later than Temple 6. was not earlier than the fourteenth century anti might have 
been even later. Structurally,, however, the lemple antedated the entire complex 
of the flhaimvanaiha temple (Temple 10 of Beglar) consLvting of Temples 9 and 10 
of Bcglar and a kitchen for Temple 10 enclosed by a compound*wail constructed 
of stone slabs in lime and sta^k/n mortar. The wssstem flank of this wall 
abutted against ihe entrance Ipk XI B> of The mirrfiohaita (of Temple hi. the lower 
pan of the laiicr’a front kamka and sides of the front rd/<fJ covcrctl by ihi.s enclosure. 
The western flank of this very wall was pierced with a gateway fpi, XVl I A), which 
gave access to the open ground’ between Temples 6 and S and further to an open* 
ing in the outer enclosure. The roof of this gateway simulated that of n Ikngali 
dochHid hut (pi- VI). The opening, in ihe form of a truearch,, wav approaclied by a 
flight ot steps Irom the court of Bhairavanatha.The layout of the enclosure of t he 
Bhairavanatha complex, thus, tends U> prove that Temple ti had been a living 
temple, when the Bhairavanalhu temple was constructed. The main entrance of 
ihis compouiid-walJ, svhidt had an elongated coping, was ihrougji an arched 
door-opening on the north side facing the river. 


I, Temple 9 

Wiihtii the enclosure of the Bbairavanhiha temple luid roughly contcmporaneovfi 
with it was Temple 9 (pis. Xll A and Xlll), a stipfa-radiu piVd dettl of sandstone, 
facing north. Resting on an iiieotispicuous updm^ it had four mouldingi in the 
pdbhdga - khurd, noft, kani and inverted khurd, clasped together by vetltcal bands 
at intervaLv. Crowding the plain Jdtigka was the mrwuia consisting of two plain

bauds, ihc upper beljig more projected and capped by a recess. Three sloping p/(Aw, 
which constiluied the roof, had the ahafM: of injiicaicd pyramids as m 
tmhmu of Temple S. Like the latter, the p'M. particuhirly (he lower two, were 
very large, presenting a contrast to the pi^Ss of the jagamt^ittniis of Orissa. The 
crowning elements comprisetl a heki with one of its lop laccis carved, an amlSt a 
prominent /f^«r<J-ihaped khapuri and a kalasa. 

The door-jambs and the Ivnlcl were relieved with lotus-pctiils and a full-hlown 
lotus, the latter having the forni commonly found on Indo-Muslim monumetns. 
Ow the ceiling of the rmrrow passage was a corbelled niche intended for lessemng 
the load. The ceiling of the sanctum was a small squarish stone slab resting on 
the topmost of a series of ten corbels. Both the inside and the outside were 
covered with plaster. 

On a sandstone pedestal, placed against the eastern wall, was found a four- 
armed image (pi. XV of Vishpu. The figure was relieved out of a roughly oblong 
slab of greemsh stone, its top being slightly curved. Draped In a short ^hott and 
ornamented with anklets (major ptmion of the feet missing), a vaifttyanthmSla, a girdle, 
a necklace, mluyas (one each), armlets, kmtdakis and a kartmda-mukuta, the figure 
stood in swno^-pddtt and carried in its lower left hand (placed a^unst a lolus) a conch, 
upper left a mace, upper right a wheel, and lower right, held against a lotus, a lotus 
The image, thus, conforms to Sridhara according to the Asnl-Htrma and the Chatur- 
vafga’Chintamaui of llcmfidri and to Hrishikesa according to the Padma-FuraniL 
Curiously enough, the figure was flanked on either side by a male figure, instead of 
lire usual ^rf and Push^. The halo .around the head had the shape of 3 bcteHeaf, 
on cither side of which was a flying vidyadhtua, badly disfigured. The pedestal 
also was defaced. The height of the image without tenon was 3 ft, and its width 
I ft, 6 in. The sculpture s«ms to have been earlier than the lemple. 

This temple wTis known as Kllli lemple, as an image of said to have been 
four-handed, w'a.s in worship on the abos-e mentioned stone pedestal, A Poddi^ 
of the village of Nirsa (District Dhanbad) is said to have removed tlie image to his 
house. 

J. Temple H) 

Temple 10 (pis. III, IV, Vil, X B, XIL XIll, XIV, XVII B and XVll D), the 
Bhairavanatha lemple, had been in woiship till it was invaded by the rismg Damo- 
dar in 1958. Facing west, it consisted of a f/e«/ and sAjagmitohuna, both of yellowish 
sandstone. The pafiihmga 14 ft. high, of the tieul was pmcha-miiia on plan. 

pdifbdgu was made ot two inouldings' • kfiurd and a combination of inverted 
khurd and kfnird. The plainwas divided imo two by a hdndhanfi of a single

semicircular moulding, relieved ut intervals by discs, all of which arc connected by 
a running band. The central projection of the tower jd^gha on ihe north and 
south sides had at the base a jdli made of five four-petalled flcvvers. In ihc 
were three mouldings - khurd, a moulditig similar to hdn^/fimd but thinner and an 
inverted khurd^ the first and the last relieved with lotus-petals. The roughl 
curvilinear gan^i, 13 ft. high, was also paiicha‘ratfiii on plan and had seven 
(including the topmost one at the end of the gariffi} honKonlat string-courses at 
intervals. AQ of them, except the topmost, simulate the /f^J^rf/urntf-moutding. On 
the back side above the third (from top) string^oui^ was a tiny jumping 
animal^—a crudely executed lion. The crowning members, about 4 ft. high, 
comprised a series of a h^ki, wuld, khapurt, amid, khapurit onion-shaped fluted member, 
disc with petals, disc, onion-shaped member, disc, khapiiH, khapuri. disc and ktihsa, 
the iron dytniha being a combination of three iriiiilas connected by a disc. 

1 could not inspect the floor of the sanctum, which lay beneath a thick (about 
4 ft.) accumulation of sWi. The floor was at a much lower level than that of the 
Jagpnwfma and approached by a fli^t of steps, Tlie ceiling was a small slab 
resting on the topmost corbel of a scries of thirteen. On the lintel of the door was 
a crudely-carved four-arnied figure of Ganc^a. TIic enshrined lltiga, known 
as Bhairavanaiha, was regarded as a benign jagraitheteviud (‘deity who is awake’) 
who had the power to fulfil the desires of the devotees,^ 

The fagamofnttuK sapta-rarha on plan, had a pdbhdga of four moulding— 
khtird, noli relieved with lotus-petalg, kapi and inverted khurd, all clasped together 
by vertical bands at iiitervals. The jddgha, capped by an inconspicuous band relieved 
with loiuS'petaJs. was plain except for an inset of greenish stone relieved with the 
likeness of a wheel, on each of the three facets on cither side of the Front door. The 
roof consisted of ihrec sloping large pidds with two recesses in between. From the 
top of the topmost /n'ffis projected a rampant animal (pL XVll 0) on the from 
side. In the nmtako was a succession of a deki. ands, inverted bowl-siiaped khaptiri 
and kafa^a. The ceiling of the Jaganmhana was a small oblong slab, supported by 
eighteen corbels, while that of the passage between the sanctum and the porch was 
a slighily pointed I rue arch with a keystone. Besides t he front (west) door, the 
porch had a second one, made in the south wall, 

Tlie masonry was ashlar, without any mortar, and was plastered alt over 
with Umc and sand. Tlie gaps in the case of irTcguIar facing stones of the Jagamohana 
weie filled in with time and surkhU 

The temple was not earlier than the fifteenth century and might have been even 
much later.

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Inside the fagiimohma were iwo stone images, besides a few !mgax. The larger 
(pi. XV C) of the I wo was Ambika or Aniba (ninih-lentli centpry), the iAwner-derf 
of ihe iwemy’Second Urthankara Neminatha, carved of an oblong blackish slab 
(extant height 5 ft.), 2 A. I i m. wide. Clad in a long smti and decked in a bejewelled 
girdle, a ratnopavita, a necklace, kaii^alas^ armlets and bangles, the figure stood 
on a lion. With its left hand it caught hold of the right hand of a boyish figure, 
the object in the raised right hand being broken. The oval halo had a beaded 
border. The four vertical compartments of the dexter side had respectively from 
bottom upwards (1) a male allcndanl with a flower in right hand and tcfi hand touch¬ 
ing the knot of the folded scarf, (2) a graceful female f/if7/rt«r(/-bcarer, (3> two male 
figures, one dancing and the other, with the head of a snake, playing on an insini- 
mcm, and (4) two musicians, one with the head of an elephant, playing on a ittfidangu 
and the other, horse-headed, on cymbals (1). On the sinisicr side, a Icmale chamura^ 
bearer and two figures (with heads missing) alone were preserved. The figure 
reminds one of the relief of Ambiki discovered at BarkoIa< (Dhtrici Bankura), The 
image was worshipped under the name of ParvatL 

The other figure (pi. XV B), with eight arms, was badly muiiblcd and locally 
known as Gapeia. ll, however, represented ^iva as a killer of the demon Andhaka 
(Andhakasura-vadlia-iBurii), who was seen pierced througli with a irlsfda. Among 
the other attributes, a hatchet in one of his right hands attd a skull-cup in one of the 
left hands were recognizable. 

The kitchen (pk 111), with walls of stone slabs in lime and xitrkJd inoriar, hud 
a flat roof but an arched ceiling of bricks. U was built in the Bengali year [ 308 (a.d. 
1901-02) on the site of a dilapidated temple dedicated to Raghunaiha. 

K. Tempu II 

Located to the south-west of Temple 8, but considerably auay {p. 13) from the 
enclosure, was Temple 11 fpl. IV), facing east. The upper part of its gttpdi was 
missiitg even in 1903* while the lower part was covered with rank vc^lalion, fn the 
photograph (pi. I V) is, thus, visible the alone. The biter was roughly 

similar to Temple 7 in ihc layout of the pdbhdga and jattgha. On the rdhd of the 
jdtigho was a khdkhtird-muttdi containing an oblong framed niche for the purfm-

To the south'south-east of Temple 11 and facing east was Temple 12 (pis, IV 
and XVI), tri'ratka on plan and with tryaiiga ba(h. Belonging to the same 
architectonic tyjie as Temple 7, it seemed to have been slightly later in date than the

capped by a chfta/fd^ above which was a recess Itaving a row of miniature 
pilasters with treliises in between The corbelled capitals of these miniature 
pilasters supported a khdkhard, above which was a succession of three A'Atird- 
shaped moutdihgs, in one line with the r{tr^y;<4Mnoul(iing and the inverted 
khur&t of ihc capitals of the pilasters. The Jaiicr, with a set of khttrd and inverted 
khurd at (he base and capital, relieved the remaining portion of the Jddgha. 
The varon^ti was a broad i^urd>shaped moulding whicli did not run over 
the rdlut Above this was a conspicuous recess^ tri-ratha on plan and relieved with 
pilasters and spacing ircllis-patterns. The conspicuously projected frontal rdhd 
accommodated a narrow vestibule, the latter leading to the carved doorTrame, 
Over the ceiling of the vestibule projected a chinjj/d^ capped by a recess with trellises 
and pilasters. Above this rccesis was a heavy it:/j<^rd-shaped member rising above 
corbels. Over this member was the recess between the hd^a and tltc 

The AA 2 frd-shapcd base-moulding of the gnp(/i was above a series of ttiin 
corbels rising from the recess. The kanika, above this, was divided into three ttpih 
pages, the two innermost consisting of a series of A-/m/’d-shapcd mouldings with 
reliefs of r/mrtra-windows. The comer upe^paga was divided into fthmiis* Each 
hhiinii consisted of three bhullIi~vlI^an^^is and a circular hhumi-wntd. Six such 
hhamLt are distinct on Bcglar's photograph (pi. XVI). Over the sixth hhdmf arc 
seen two mouldings, above which was possibly the visaimj. The Cromal rdtid, of 
plain aiihlar stonework except near the top where it was broken into AAwrd-shapcd 
mouldings, had an oblong niche and stepped sides. The rema tning three rdfidi 
were divided into three upa-pagas^ each consisting of a series of khunU relieved with 
cAo/ryn-windows. 

According to Bc^ar the temple was dedicated to a Ihigp, and there was a relief 
of on the lintel. 


M, Tempu? 13 

To Ihc east of Temple 12 was Temple 13> (pi. IV) facing west, in ibc photo¬ 
graph taken by Btoch, only the facade of its vestibule k visible. The architrave 
was capped by a chhaijd. The recess over the latter W'as crowned by a AAmn-shaped 
member, above which was another recess, evidently in coniitiualion of the kdpji, 
demarcating the hdda from the gap^i. According to Bcglar, it had a relief of Ganesa 
on the lintel and was analogous to Temples 11 and 12. It ensbrijicd, according to 
the local people, a iidga. Badly dilapidatetl, it was partially under water during 
my second visit. B appears to have been a smallct version of Temple 17.

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Thus, at Bhairavathan itiwir there were seven temples—Temple? 1. 2, 6, 7.11, 
12 and 13—belonging to one architectonic tradUion. 

To the east of Temple 13 was an oblong rooflcfLs structure, built in the Bengali 
year 1308 f A.D. 1901-02) vrith old stones, for Khelaichan^i, an oTtI image of 
MalmhasuramardinJ with four bands. A fair in the name of this deity used to 
lake place annually at Bhairavathan oh the last day of Pausha and the first and 
second days of Magha (p. 4). 

2, OTHER TEMPLES (14-26) 

A. TEMI4J? 14 

As already noted Ip. 14), the Icrhple, which ficglar found nearest to bis 
first group, has been numixred as 14 and idcmilicU by me with a photograph (pi. 
XJX A) in Bose's collection, for the photograph tallies with fteglar’s. description 
of the temple as ‘almost eniirc and in cxceQcni order; ilic top of the tower is crowned 
as usual by the amalaka. over which rises an unvshaped siorw Jiniii!,' According 
to ilte local report, it faced cast and was known as Mahanir [>cl (p. 14). 

The temple was already deserted at the lime of Bcgtar, w'ho, however, saw' 
inside the sanctum a ‘finely executed statue'* and on the lintel of the door-frame 
the relief of the (ceremonial bath) of Lakshmi. Besides ‘KamaM* (le. 

Gaja-Lakshmi) on the lintel. N, K. Bose noticed an indistinct figure (male ? oi 
female?) below a rmtHmikha (i.e, klfthmukhii) at the base of the jamb and rhicc 
motifs is three vertical facets above the raht4‘mukfut. These motifs were, according 
to him, a double mga-lumlhi (on the innermost facet), iata-kma ton the middle 
facet) padHta-pakhu^fa (on the outermost facet),® Similar composition of these 
three very' motifs was on the jambs (pi. XXI) of Temple 16. One of ihe facets ol 
the trhpdfi below the amta had petals of lotus. 

The temple, as seen in the photograph, seemed to have been one of the early 
temples of Telkupi and was analogous to Temple 16 (p, 29), rrmi//i« on plan, 
the h<S({a, in strict conformity witli the early group, was of three elements. In the 
pdbhdga were five mouldings—Jt'/mrd, AhwWjo, pttfd in ihc form of a combination of 
inverted khurd and kfiui'd. khurd and inverted khurd. Each oF the k^nikas of the 
jdngha had three pilasters, the latter plain except for a set of kfmrd and inverted khurd 
at the base and at the top. On the three jiIM? was a framed niche, with a projecting 
cbhuJifth for the pdrha^tiemid. Above ihc chftajfd wav y recess relieved as usual with 
pilasters having corbelled capitals and possibly with irclIis-paTternii in between; Over 
ibis recess was a succession of two oblong members separated by a thin recess. Evi¬ 
dently these members, which had unlinisbcd reliefs of f/trtifwj-windows, were

Over the recess and in the kanika of the gaii^i was a fr/ti^rij-sliaped moulding 
which did not appear on the rf7Mj. The latter were of plain ashlar stonework, 
except for a row of inverted stepped pyramids (in line with those below the khurd 
of tltc kiinikd) at the base. The portion of the frontal rdhii above the oblong 
member noted above considerably receded back. The kanika, above the kfmrd, 
was divided into three upti-pagas. These ttpa-pagas were relieved into a vcrucal 
series of khutds with reliefs of cAufOw-windows, the cornet tq^a-paga being 
further divided into bhiiniis by six bhUftti^am/ds, each capping over a set of three 
bhumi-vdnjndts. Over the sixili Mwmi was the last A'/nird-shaped moulding, above 
which was the slatKiike, plain and slightly AAwfJ-shaped vixama^ which did not 
partake of the pojfrf*divisions of the gondii. 

The nmiakaof the ^mplc consisted of a beki with a faceted lop (trbpdtt), an amid 
and an overflowing kttiasa, the kkapm, if any, being invisible in the photograph. The 
shape of the ttm/d, conspicuously large and flattened like a disc, lent l distinct charac¬ 
ter to this temple.' Another feature of the amid was the provision of a projected 
lug (distinctly visible on the dexter of tiie photograph of the amid), evidently for 
fixing ihe staff of the banner, 

B. Tii-ypLE 15 

The from fa^ of this temple (p. 63 and pt, XVIH) had already been stripped 
of most of Its facing-stones when Jfcglar photographed it, Tlic iwo-anned image 
inside, as seen in the photograph (pi. XVIIJ), represented Surya. Clothed in a dhoti 
and a floating folded scarf and decked in ornamemsand a high muku[a, the deity with 
the stalks of full-blown lotuses tn both hands was standing in .^mm-pada. lieMnd 
his head was a halo. On his cither side was a staitding male (Dandl and Piiigala t) 
above whom wtts a lion-on-ctcphant. The latter supported the lintel of the back¬ 
rest, above which was a peacock. At the rounded top comers of the back slab was 
ft flying ridyadhttra. The image seems to have been later than the one fpL XXJI Bi 
in Temple 16. ^ /

varan^a was a A/jwra»shaped moulding. The visible strip of the was relieved 
with irelllses punctuated by pilasters having corbelled capitals. At the base of the 
kanika (of the which was similar lo that of ihc preceding except for five circular 
hhum'hiimfas^ was a /:Aww-shaped broad moulding w'ith a row of inverted stepped 
pyramids below. Over the fiflli bhmni was a /cAura-shaped moulding, above which 
was the fisanm with an inconspicuous projection at the central part of the four faces. 
In the mast&ka 'vas a succession of a beki with a faceted top, a large amid and a 
flattish kfmpurl. The second facet of the beki seemed to have been fluted. Made in 
the frontal raita was a narrow vestibule in front of the doorframe. 

The extant portion of the dexter iamb was divided into three gradually receding 
facets, the outermostt which was also the most projected, having the reliefs oflotus' 
petiib. The middle facet was relieved with a creeper, while the innermost had 
possibly a irtfg^i-coil. 

Asides the topmost ceiling there were two more mudas^ tying the four walb, 
which gradually inclined inwards. These mudax consisted each of one course of 
stone slabs. 

Locally known as Mahjipukurer Del (p. t4}, it faced east. 

C. Temple 16 

Dedicated to Surya (pi. XXll B), Temple 16 (pts. XIX B. XX, XXI and XXII 
A), made of sandstone, faced east-north-cast and was called Cfionbediyai Del 
(p. Id). Built on a narrow ledge-like plain vpdm, it was iri-ratha on plan (!ig. 2), 
not taking Into account the slight projection of the middle pilaster of the kanika 
along with the pdhhdga portion below it beyond the outer. This slight projection 
was not continued on the varmt^a^ 

The puhfmga of the tryanga hdda consisted of four mouldings—JfAird, kimihhu. 
khui'd and inverted khurd. On the central projection of the jddgha on three sides was 
a khdkhimt-jmt^di with a framed niche for the parha-devalds^ all missing. Each of 
the jambs of the frafne was crowned by a projected A'/u/r^j-shaped capital, the latter 
having'a central motif resembling a betel. Over the niche w'ere two neatly-cul ornate 
cha/rya-windows, one above the other, but separated by a thin recess, the latter 
crowned by a row of inverted stepped pyramids. There was a full-blown lotus in 
the central medallion of the upper c/imir>vr-wmdow, the band below the latter being 
relieved with a foliated creeper, In the katdka were three pilasters; the innermost was 
attached to the central projecuon and the middle had a I'acet on either side. All 
the pilasters had a set of khurd and inverted khurd at the base and at the capital. 
The icAurd-ahaped varatida waa crowned by a recess, relieved with trellises and spacing 
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pilasters having corbelled capitals. The varatti^a and recess did not run on the central 
projections of the tlmce sides where the tops of the khdkhiird-miaiili occurred^

Ai the base of the was a khurd^-ihspai moulding which ran continuously 
on three sides. Tire rShd on three sides (the fa cing stones of the frontal rdful missing) 
had a central band of intricate interladngs of r/un'lvff*windows. carved on a series 
of closely'knit AAi/rJ-shaped mouldings^ each moulding being separated by stepped 
horiaonlal facets. In the kaniktt were three upa-pagas. The innermosl, which 
touched the rdhd, had a vertical series of a set of four mouldings— three khurd~ 
shaped and the fourths the topmost, resembling a kumbha. Of the three khtird’ 
shaped mouldings, the upper two were clasped by the vertical half of a chaity^i- 
window and the lower had the half of a second r/in/i>'<'‘Window. The middle upa* 
paga was composed of a series of ^Aurd^haped mouldings; these had each a full 
chsiYya-window with a trcllis-paltcrn in the centre. The comer upa-^paga was divided 
into ^wniSt each composed of a circular bhumi~amla^ crowning a set of three 
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Jt/ttff-fl-shapcd bhrtmi-vitra^4is. The upper two of the latter wre clasped together 
by a ucally-carved full fftai/m-window Iiavmg a central medallion, while the lowest 
had a cAfli'iva-window truncated at the crown and having at lire cenire a ircllis- 
pattern. Three bhi 0 Hts along with two bhftt>u~v(iy(iii^is of the fourth were found 
at one comer. The entire superstructure above these had tumbled down. 

Amidst the fallen debris lay the crowning elernents -heki, om/d, khapuH and 
the pinnacle. The last, with a shaft square below and cylin^cal above, had a 
Qutod crowning member. Tlte latter represented the pixibna-'dhvajay specially sacred to 
Surya. The si^e of the {imht w'as enormous, its diameter being as much as 6 ft. I iiu 
(much larger thnn the interior which was 4 ft. 6^ in. square). Two ol the facets 
of the m-pnp below the mtla were relieved, one with a series of lotus-petals and the 
other with inverted stepped pyramids. Both these molifs occur on the old temple 
(pi. XXXVIJ A) at Banda (p- 55). near Chciynma fp. I). Tbc top of the flattened 
^7wra-shapcd khapuri had a socket for \h.t pudma-ditvaja. 

The door-frame fpl. XXI) was lavishly carved. At the base of the two Jambs, 
each a single stone, was a bejewelled male ligurc within an oblong niche. The 
remaining portion was divided into three facets i the innermosl, which was the most 
fecessed, w'as relieved with a double fnlgii"COil, the middle with a creeper and the 
outermost with the petals of lotuses. Tlie same motifs, as well ran over the facets 
of the linich also of a single Slone but with a chase, presumably for an iron beam, 
at the bottom. In the centre of the lintel was an inset containing ihc obhishekG 
(ceremonial hath) of Lakshml. 

On cither side of the door-jambs were the wall£(7 in. wide) of the rahd projecting 
forward to a depth of \ ft. 4^ im and supporting an architrave which projected 
from the Imiel. Tlte facade of the walls was also carved. Tlie eiitant rigid 
one depicted at the base a standing female figure, possibly Gahga. vrithin an oblong 
niche, and above a phnl motif with leaves falling on cither side of the stem. On 
the architrave (its face flush wiih that of the llankiiiig wails) w-ere carved nava-grahus, 
each separated by a piltutter : (1) Ravi, seated cross-legged on a viha^padma^ carrying 
the stalks of full-blowit lotuses in both hands ; (2 to 7) Soma with 4 crescent behind the 
head. Maflgala. Budha, pot-bellied Brihaspali, Sukra and Sani, all sealed like Surya 
on a visra-iMdma and curryiiiga water-poi in the left hand and a rosary in the right; 
(S) Rahu, upper half oidy depicted, in tarpatta-^ntidra on. a viira-padma ; and (9) 
kneeling Ketu with right hand raisetL The figures were greatly defacep. The facing 
stones of the rdhS above the architrave were ail missing. There was no trace of any 
porch in front. 

The wooden door had two leaves, as was evident from two circular sockets 
(for the ends of wooden posts) cut into the cciling-sionc of Ihc passage, immediately 
edging the lintel. This stone projected inwards over (he lintel. To lighten the load 
over it, an oblong niche was provided on it ; the niche was capped by long stone 
slabs ill continuation of the flat ceiling-stones of ihc garbha-muda, which rested on 
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vertical walls. There was a hi^h chamber (pi. XX B) with slightly lapenng sides 
over this garhhti'Pmda, Its ceiling was evidently alwve the present extant top. 
The floor of the sanctum was in one Te\'cl with the top of the upMa. 

The masonry was dry, some of the facing stones tKnng joined by Iron cnimps. 
Internally the temple was A ft. 6i In, square, the external length from otie corner 
to the other being 9 ft. 1 in. 

Inside the sanctum was found installed a large stone (chlorite schist?) image 
(5 ft. high excluding tenon and 2 ft. 6 in. wide) of Surya (pi. XXC B> fixed inside a 
spouted monolithic pedestal. It was broken tiuo four major fragments. Clad in a 
dhoil and a dangling folded scarf, Surya was decked in usual ornaments, of which a 
bejewelled girdle, a beaded Mw, a broad necklace, kttntjLilits and a conical kan3t}d(i- 
miAutft over the locks falling on shoulders were presen'Cd. Armed with a sword 
which hanged on his left side from a strap going round the tliigh, the deity carried 
in his both hands the stalks of full-blown lotuses. A curious altar-like object 
was seen over both the lotuses. Tlic oval halo had a border of flames. At the lop 
corners of the back slab, which was semicircular at the top and was decorated with a 
foliated creeper, was a bejewelled vidyddham with socks on and a garland in liand.s 
flying through clouds. On either side of the legs of Surya was a figure with a 
plain oval halo; the sinister figure, probably with the stalk of a blue lotus in its left 
liami and with a conical mttkuta^ was partly preserved. The chariot was drawn 
by seven horses, of which, oui lines atone were visible. The charioteer as well as 
the f^t of SOrya had entirely exfoliated. The workmanship of the image, with 
its slim well-modcllcd body and roundish face, was fairly good. Stylistically, ihc 
image was of about the end of the ninth century a.d. 

The temple was earlier than Temples 17 (p, 33) and 18 (p. 37).

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D, Triple 17 

Made of & ydlowisti variety of sandstone, Tctnple 17 (pis. XXIII-XXV), locally 
known as Narasiifiliathajt due to the enshrined image (pi XXVI), faced nonh (Ic. 
tlK river). Of fme ashlar masonry,, the stones were laid wtlJiotii any mortar; iron 
cramps and dowels were, however, used, though sparingly, in the facing-stones. 
This temple was found by me the best preserved of the three of the early type of 
Tclkupi. Even then Its condition was extremely unsatisfactoryt the crowning 
elements above the lower portion of the heki were entirely misring; a large portion 
of the gari^i wiis bereft of its facing'Stones; and the joints between the stones of the 
btt^a were gaping. Several courses of the stone-foundation were partly visible 
due to the denudation of the earth around it. The temple had an incons¬ 
picuous upana, but the latter's facing stones disappeared. Traces of a porch 
were absolutely lacking, this feature characterizing all the temples of the early group.

Built on a low updna^ the temple, of the rekha order, was tri~ratha on plat) 
(Fig. 3). Tlw central pilaster of the kanika of xhsjUngtta, however, was slightly more 
projected than the re maining two.

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not carried over the varm^tfa. The trjanga. la ihc pahimga (3 fl,

These mouldings were divided Into three in tlie kaidku and two in the 

rdfut^so that the entire array presented the appearance of moulded pilasters. 

The central projection of the jddgha (6 ft. in. high) on three sides was 
ftwhionod in I he semblance o!'aA/i(7^:/iurd-$hrme. the latter with a niche (2 ft .

high and I ft.4 in. wide) for the (missing), the frontal rdM having the 

Above the lintel of the niche was a projected cftJttiJid (sloping eaves)^ 
over whidi was a recess rcLieved with pilasters having irellisev in hciwccn. In the 
roof were two roughly cylindrical members, separated by a titin recess. Tlic lower, 
which had a row' of inverted stepped pyramids both at Ihe base and bottom, had on 
its face the relief of a chu/rvo-window and the upper, wiiich was A7;(w‘<J-shaped, was 
relieved with a full, but unfinished, e/wrtyfl-window flanked by a half on either side and 
with three pinnacles, as in Temple 7, The kanika division of ihe fil/}gha of these 
three faces had three pilasters, their base and capital having cadi a set ot khurd 
(with an oblong inset) and inverted khurd (with a bcid-sliapeJ rnoiii'). Tlie innermost 
pilaster was attached to the rdfuJ without any recess. 

The mrmu^a CI0| in. high) comprised a AAi/rJ-shaped moulding,, stopping at 
the rdhd, where occurred the upper porUon of the khdkhurdnf ihe miniature shrine 
referred to above.

The corner ttptt-pagit was divided into M/hn/J, each marked by a circular 
bhiiiiu-a/nlH projecting beyond the plumb of hftfmthvarmnUs and resting over a set 
of three A/twm-:,haped hhfmii-ummt/is, the upper two clasped together by a trefoil 
moiif and the lower having a m-wiiidow with a trellis in the centre. Four such 
bhOftu'-itmfil’s were found by me f>i situ at the north-w-estern comers There were two 
more above ihe founfi. Over the sixth hhumi wits a moulding; abo^ e which rested 
the slightly AAar«-shaped^fiattbh and squarish vimma. Made of several stone slabs, 
the Iasi had an inconspicuom ccmral projection, hut did not have the recesses and 
projections of the kunika. The visuuut formed the ceiting of the topmost blind 
chamber. 

Among the crowning elcmculs. only the lower portion (8 In, high) of the 
circular heki was preserved, ihouglt in a slightly dislocated condition. 

Tltc frame (pi. XXIV) around the door^opening. 4 ft. I0| in. high and 2 ft. 
4J in..wide, was lavishly carv'od. At (he base of (he sinister Jarab was a four-armed 
figure standing on a llircc-hoodcd tiaga with a human bust and the tail of a i^erpent. 
ll evidently represented Krishna in the attitude of ovenvheiiniiig KiUiytt-rtdgw. Tlie 
corresponding figure, also four-armed, on the ilexter jamb represented probably 
Krishna overcoming some asura (demon) w'Uo had assumed (he form of an animal. 
iTicsc figures were shown within niultifoil niches, The remaining portions of the 
jambs were divided in tltrce facets, in throe dilTcrent planes. The inuormosi, which 
was the ntosi recessed, was carved with a foliated luxuriant creeper which rose from 
the tail of a peacock, the next with figures, acting variously - some playing ojt musical 
instruments—within the wavy compartments of acrcepcri, and the outermost, wiiich 
was the most projected, with floral motifs boili inside and outside of diam ond-shaped 
compartments. TItc same motifs Uavclled over the lintel, but the figures within 
the sinuous compartments of the creepei: of the middle facet w'cre replaced here by 
flying ridytWi^rus vtiih floral oflering-s in bands. At the centre of the lintel was a 
rcprcsen.tatjon of the abhisheka (cercTnunial bath) of Lakshmi. 

Internally the sanctum measured 5 ft. I^ in. by 5 ft. in.: the slight dilTcrcncc 
between the sides might be due to the loosening of joints of stonework. As it is 
externally 10 ft. 2| in. in length from comer to comer, the tliickncss of the walls, except

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those of the projections and recesses, is half the width of the sanctum, as in Temple 
16, ThuSf ii followed the ratio of many of the Orissan temples in this particular 
respect, but in the Orissan temples the walls of the deals were not so thin, The floors 
of the sanctum and of the vestibule and the lop of the uplfna were in one level. On 
this Hoor of the vestibule rested the sill of the door. 

The lowest ceilmg, which was at a height of 10 fl, from tiie floor* was made 
of tJiroc Hat slabs of stones and rested od three inverted /r/turd-shaped corbels, each 
corbel relieved at iniervaU with a belebshaped ntolif. The boiiom eorlKl started 
at a height of B ft. 71 in. from the floor. There was a hollow' chambci: over this 
garhkt-nmda without any means of access into it. Over the ceiling of this chamber 
was u second ceth Whether there was a third chambei: over the second ceiling is 
not known. The narrow passage, leading front the entrance^loor, was capped 
by a single stone. The weight ov'cr this was relieved by a corbeHed niche, w'hich, 
however, did not serve as an access to the chamber over the garh/ia-inuda, as in some 
of the temples of Bhubaneswar and the old icmple of Banda (p. 55). 

Tlic ceiling of the passage had two semicircular sockets (not perroraitons) 
bordering the mner edge of the lintel of the door*ffame. to receive the top ends 
of the wooden posts of a doublo'kafcd wooden door. 

Against the back wall, extending from one end of the west to the east wall, 
was a pedestal of masonry, its favade having two mouldings khurii (relieved with 
oblong insets) and inverted khurd with betel-shaped motifs. Its spouted portion 
carried the ceremonial water outside through an opeiuim in the east wall and the 
lowest khura of the pd^ftdga, wltich had a projection for the purpose, In this pedestal 
was a socket to receive the tenon of the enshrined image, a four'armed Narasiihha 
(pi. XXVI), now in six fragments. Made of bluish stone (chlorite schist?), the figure 
carried in its upper left a chakra (wheel), the attribute in the corresponding right 
hand being broken. With Us two lower hands it pierces the belly of Hira^ynkasipu, 
the latter, with a curved sword, perched on the former’s thigh. Clad in a short dhoil 
and a dangling scarf and docked in anklets, a girdle, a long garland, thick bangles 
(one on each wist), an upavlia^ armlei-s, a hdra and a Jaid^/tjukufat the figure, with 
a leonine head and openmouiht stood with its left leg bent and riglitslictchmg slant* 
tngly, on a doubte*petalled lotus placed on a badly defaced paHcha^ratfta pedestal 
—a pari of the sculpture itself. The back portion, though unfinished, was cut out of 
the back slab, the top and the top comers of which were rounded. Above the head 
of the figure W'as a kirti-mukha motif flanked by a roliaicd plant. The dexter side 
of the back slab had the reprcseniation of a rekha temple with a post*iike body and 
gaijdi capped by a broad beki and a disproponionately brge amid, over which was a 
small conical crowning member. On the gafjdi of the miTtiatuie is represented the 
licad of Narasuhba, There was a figure, with a garland in hand, flying through 
clouds, above this. The extani heigtil of the image from the bottom (excluding 
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icnon) up to ihe top of the head was 4 ft. 1| io. Of fairly good workiuanship, the 
iTiiage may be dated to about the second half of the tenth century a-D* 

This temple appears to have been slightly later than Temple 16. Both, however, 
belonged to one architectonic tradition. 

From the unfinished reliefs ti jnay be presumed that the decoration used to 
have been attended to after the completion of the structure. 

The heights (in terms of mgutas} of the vcrucal components in relation to 
the length (5 ft. I in.) of the garbha, which is taken as 16 angular, work out as foUows :

Though the total height of the temple could not be determined In the absence 
of the crowning elements above the hski, which is also partly preserved, it is clear 
that the proportion (length of the garbha in relation to the height of the icmple) 
was nearly 1:6. 

E. Temple 18 

Temple 18 (pis. XXVtl^-XXXf) has been identified with the so-called Buddhist 
or Jaina temple of Bcgtar, who remarks, 'close to it a temple to Buddha, with the 
ruins of a large monastery, in the shape of a large brick mound, close to it: this is, 
I believe, the only Buddhist temple in the place ; it may, however, be Jain, for the 
sculpture over the entrance, the only clue now visible as to its purpose, is too small 
and too weather-beaten to show distinctly whether it is, or is not, Jain’, The sculpture 
(pL XXXI B) m question, however, represents LakuliSSa, who, though shown in 
preaching attitude like Buddha, holds a lakuia (staff), his distinctive ayudha^ in hJs 
left ann-pii- The figure of this deified teacher on the lintel of a §aiva temple is not 
uncommon. The Saiva affiliation of this temple is further conclusively proved 
bv ilic enshrined finga which is still in position. The brick* mound near this temple 
docs not appear lo have represented ihc ruins of a monastery, as supposed by BegJar. 
Most probably it represented the ruins of anoillaiy atniclurcs, now reduced to their 
last stage.

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Facing cast and builL on a nairow [cdge-like up&na^^ llu (empTc was a rekha 
dcu! of yelJowish sandstone. There was no porch^ though the possible ctdslcnce of a 
briclc platfonn at least in front of the narrow vestibule is indicated by a heap of 
bdek-bats lying near it. Tlic temple seemed to ha^e been later than Temple 17. 

Like Temple 17* it was also trhratha on plan (fig. 4). goring of course the 
central pilaster of the kanika which slightly projected beyond the alignmcnl of the 
remaining!wo pUasters, The pabhusa of the uymga again was composed of a 
series of six mouldings—A'Awftf, kumbJta, khitrd^ a combination of (nverlcd khurd 
and A7fi/rJ, UrnrS and invened khurS, the last relieved at hncrvals with betel- 
shaped motifs. The khuras had oblong insets. Tlie synimctriiaitly-anangecl 
projections and recesses,, which were in regular vertical alignments^ presented the 
appearance of pilasters as in Temple 11

The kmika of the jSngha had three oblong pilasters (the central one faceted), 
with a base and capital each made of a khurS and inverted khurd. The innennost 
pilasters were attached to the central projection of the jangha. The tatter was in 

* It was I h. wist?. EJaht eeunea of its core end foundation were vluble, 
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ihc \ikcmh^ of a plain mklumhnwtKlf with a mchc. 3 ft- 2| m. high and \ U. 9 in. 
wide, for ilie parim-di^viiw. Ovct the lintel of the niche was a sloping chhafja 
capped by a recess. The taUcr. as usinil. was relieved with trellises between pilasters 
with corbelled capitals. Above the last was the tnastaku, which was a siiifle cylinder 
unlike those on Temple 17. The fatrude of the niasatka was relieved with the outline 
of an omaie c/iw^rrii-wiridow' flanked by conches, flowers and leaves. Pcrclicd on 
this tmsUiku w'ere four rows of fttiura% each with four projections in one plane, 
an 11 mutual feature. Possibly ihis aTrangemenl, which was also found in Temple 12, 
WHS the forerunner of ihc miniature tltai adorned the late? temples like 6 

and 19, 

The varamla was a /r/firra-shapcd moulding resting on two ihm corbels. It did 
not continue on the riiba which had the upper two rows of klmrds, mentioned above, 
in alignmeni with the iwOTi</fMtiou)ding of the kattika. Over ihc vorantlq Wiis a 
tri-ratlm recess relieved with trellises between pilasters cap|wd by corbels, tm* 
latter carved below another Aftnrd-shaped moulding, which initiated the giindt. 

The wTills of the fmnial rahd of the hdtfa. immediately flanking the dooi-fnime, 
projected outwards, but their facing stones were not preserved. The projected arehb 
iravc, which formed the ceiling of tlie narrow vestibule, was capped by uchhqfjd. Oyer 
the latter wa.s the recess relieved w ith trellises and pilasters, the latter with corbelled 
capitals. These capitals support a plain but large Wiard-sliaped monber, ov^ 
which, but resting against the fdtid of the gawdr* was another, though highly elongated, 
k/mrJ-shaped member representing a khlkhurd but wiili stepped sides. The rest 
Of the rd/aJ above ihU khskkard considerably receded back, 

Tlic rafids of the gaqifi were carved in low relief with an intricate lacing of 
stylized rAn/rja-windows. Ttsc kahika, above a broad khurd moulding, had four 
upa’pagWi. all on one plane, the innermost being attaclied to tlw rdM. Ml the 
iipa-pagdiH except the corner, were composed each ot a vertical succession of khufdi. 
The khurds of ihe two middle ftpa'pagax were relieved with t'A«/r>' 0 *windows con¬ 
taining a irellis-paitem or lotus within. Tltc corner npu^paga was t*«vided into 
hhiiMi.K, each composed of a circular Mulrttf'tintld and three AAord-shaped bbuntt- 
vamttdis, the upper two clasped together by a single chniryn-window motif containing 
williin il a medallion. Thu lowest bAf7irt/-wrflM(/i had a cAaf^yn-window with a 
trallis-patiern within. Sis blmuhamtf!^ were found by nic and there was spaa for 
at least three mote, over which were extant two courses including a ceiling, uie facmg 
stones of the latter missing. Perhaps this ceiling formed the vivamo. The crowning 
elements had disappeared even before Beglar saw the temple. 

The measurcmcnl of each of ihc outer sides from comer to comer was U ft. 
61 in. Internally the temple was 5 ft. 9 in. square. 

The ashlar masonrv wits dry. Iron cramps and dowels were used, though 
sparsely, in joining the facing stones. Unlike the temples al Bhubaneswar, the 
Untei was not reinforced by any iron beam. 
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The doorTrame fpl. XXX! B) around an opening, 5 ft. )0i In. high and 3 li. 
wide, was lavishlv carved, Tlic jambs, each a single piece, had st llie base a trefoil 
arch sprinfung from two mouided posts. In the dealer niche w-as a bejewelled male 
holding a long suUT-tike object in his left arm, the object in the rigid, placed against 
the ehcM, being damaged. The corresponding figure in the right niche was a 
poi-beLUed bejewelled mate with a iu(n-ntuku{a on the head, a irklcni in the 
left arm-pit and a kapdla ( ?) in left hand, the object in the right indistinct, hs 
facial expression seemed to have been terrible. The trefoil arch was crowneil by a 
kirti-Mukfia flunked on either side by a foliated scto!I. The portion above the niche 
was in ihree faceis; the innermost, which wns the most recessed, was relieved with 
a creeper: the central was relieved with figures—some playing on instTumems, others 
dancing, sonic again in amorous dalliance—within trefoil arches in oblong compart' 
ments in a vertical row; and the outermost, which projected most, had a combina¬ 
tion of crccpcr and scroll-work. Ttic same motifs travelled over tJic lintel as well, 
but the motif the central facet was a row of flying figures cither with floral olTerings 
or viilh musical insirLments Hike flute. In the centre of the lintel was the figure of 
L^uliSa' with a lukata (staff) in its left arm-pit, seated cross-legged with both soles 
visible in preaching attiiude hyakhydtiihmudrd^^ within a trefoU niche. The work¬ 
manship was fairly good. 

The projected architrave over the Untcl was plain. On the inner side of the 
projected architrave, which merged with the ceiling of the narrow passage leading 
to the sanctum, were two round sockets (not pcfforaiions) to receive the lop ends 
of the posts of the wooden door, which had thus two leaves. 

Tlic lowest ceiling (gmMuhtmttia) consisted of a series of three long slabs (the 
widths of the outer ones partly visible) and rested on the topmost of the five tovericd 
A'/iurfl-shaped corbels, the laiicr relieved at intervals with lietcl-shaped motifs (pi. 
XXXI .4). As in Temple 17, there was a corbelled niche over the roof of ihe narrow 
passage, il:c roof of ibc niche being in contmuaiion of IheceiTing-sIabs of the g^irhha- 
nwtia. Tlierc was no opening Icjtding to the chamber above the garhha’^mm/a. Ii 
was closed on ihe from side as well so that the chamber remained invisible from 
outside. Over the garhha-nmiiii there existed three more chambers* * (pL XXVlll 
A), of which the lovvesi w'as invisible in pi XXVEl A, as the Btones of the core of 
the front wall w'as still in position. The front walls of the upper two chambers were 
gone, so that the openings were dearly visible. The ceilings of the Iw'o upper ones, 
like iJie giTrtif!£hfnuda, were made of long slabs* placed side by side, the longer ends 
perched on the side (north and south) walls. Here, however, there were no corbels ;

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only the side waits gradually inclined inwards. As ts naturaJ, me topmost cnamocr 
was narrower and shorter than the one immediately IxjIow. 

Inside the sanctum was a dilorite round above and octagonal below ; 

the octagonal portion was covered by a large ^rghra’'ftilla of two pieces,’ also of 
cliiortle. There was a drain below the spoul of the {irghEa-pafia, for rat^ water 
outside. The gargoyle of lliis drain» which projected from the noTlh lace of the 
pdhhdgn resembled the head of a ntokofit with an Open ntoutli (pi. XXVII), 

From the following measurements of the extant portions, it is clear that the 
height of the temple was not less than six limes the length ot the gtirb/ui.

F. TEMfLE IfJ 

A few yards to the casl-souih-east of Temple IS were feund by me the seamy 
Temains (pi, XXXIl B) of a sandstone temple, locally knowti as Dcl-bhida. 1 he 
temple faced cast. Till twelve years back, when its westcni half caved m, U stood lo a 
height about 25 ft- and had a chamber over the ceiling of the miiciunt All the stones 
of the eastern hair, except a few large pieces uicluding the doot-jambs ftil. XXXII I) 
and lintel, were brought to the village of Gurtidi ten years back. Most of these 
stones were uUIired in etecling an oblong siruciurc to give shelter to an image ol 
Vislmu (pi. XXXV A) and five iingas <p. 48). Among these stones, which were of 
greyish variety, were a Imge number of carvctl pieces-seme with khuras, others with 
lolus-peiais and a lopc-design, some again with a li'dlis-palicrn withmscmi-ei^Mes. 
The maioriiv of the stones were, however, k/iura-shapcd faceted ones, some of ihc 
\klfurds being decorated with lotus-petals and reUeved at imervats wuh t-eicl-shuped 
motifs; possibly the latter formed pim of the embeb below the lowest ectlmg. 
Besides these there were corbelled and faceted stones. 

According lo the local people, this temple was larger than lemplc 18. and this 
was confirmed by tlie inlerior stone-paved Boor, which was much larger than But of 
Temple 18. The !uxuriantly-cmed door-jambs (pi. XXXIID.of gieyish sandstone 
were found by me standing to a height of fi ft. 6 in., its lower portion found buned 
inside earth. The exposed upper portion was in five broad facets, separated from 
one another by thin recesses, Tlicse faccis were in five different planes, the outermost 
being the most projected. The innermosi, the thinnest and the most recessed of 

' r xlu’ huir now litrs ouWidt the wTieium, 
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ihe liw. was relieved with a creeper-panerii. (he kitier having animals and human 
figures within its foils. The nejti had sealed liuman figures, including dcvoiccs, 
teachers and ascetics, each wilhin an arched niche. In ihc third wns a succession 
of figures (each within an oblong compariincnO, often in dancing poses, while the 
remaining two had couples, often erotic, within the wav> companments of a cxeeper. 
The gap between ibc two jambs was 3 It. 4i in. Tlie liniel had tn the centre a figure 
seated in laliulsana (Gaja-Lakshmi?) on a fooled scat with its righi hand resting on 
thigh m vurii-nuuird and the Icil lioJding the stalk of a flower. It was also in lice 
facets (smulter piece on pi. XXX.U1 A). Ihe inuermosf had a creeper often with 
animals within foils, the next one flying vitlyfiiffimm within companmenis and the 
third celestial figures witliin compartments, the remaining two defaced completely, 
Tlie spouted pedestal for the object of worship, which, according to local repons, 
had been a /wign, was still rn aitu and touched the northern WidJ. 

A rough idea of the temple, to which ibcsc jambs belonged, may be hail from 
pi XXXn A. The identification has been made on the basis of the correspondeiice of 
the extant jambs to those of l he temple i I lust rated, Hie ntajor portion of the p^hagu 
had Iwn buried under accumulation and the entire gtwiU. above the second hitumi, 
had disappeared when the photograph was taken by N. K, Bose. 

A higldj-developed form of the typical t>i>c of Telkupi. i)us temple was of 
singular interest. The ground-phift was elaborated into stipta-rarha, though the 
hdtfa Imd ilirce elements as m the early type. The treatment of the rdtfia<:, above 
the piihftdga tnouMings (three alone visible i^bo\x the ground), w'as boiii novel and 
elaborate- The kanik^ and lltc atmn^bil of Ihti jutighu w'ere. no doubt, conceived as 
pilasters, with a set «iF ihe kkwtl and inveried k/mro at the base and at ihe top. But ihey 
had a number of vcritcal facets and their shafts were broken into a ncries of mulil 
faceted A/wru-ihaped mouldings, the topmost being capped by a hand relieved wnh 
trellises and pila^ticrs, Ilicse mouldings had imparled to these rathns a new character. 

Tlie treatment of the mumttiia was ijuiic novel Its topmost pari, with a set of 
kfturd and inverted khftrd. a carved band and thrccAr/lrf/rd-shaped mould trigs, was similar 
to the correspirndiug part of Ihe kcinikti and unurdhif, Tlte remaining portion was 
fashioned into & beautiful miniature rekha deni with a niche in its hd^ta, art untld as 
its crowning member and minute carvings on the central |irojectioii of its ga^tdi. The 
raftd presented even more significant feature. At the base was a fairly large and 
deep oblong niche, projecting over Ihe lintel of which was a sloping the 

tasi crowned by a recess. Over this recess was a row of five liny represeniaiipus 
of ri’kfta miniatures, three (the central one projected beyond the others) on the from 
face and one each on the sides. Above these was represented the lavbhly-earvcd 
gapdf imd the masiaka of a rvkhn (fad. .A! the base of this garidi wii.s a broad pro- 
jecied /:A«rd'shupe4 moulding, iH-mtfm on plan and vv'ith a row of ijiv'crtL'd stepped 
pyramids below. The portion above this moulding was composed of a succession

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of mouidings, divided inlo vertical faocis aiid relieved will r/itfif>'ff*wiiidows- About 
one-third of ihe gan^i along with the mastaka rose against ihe gttinli of the temple. 
The projected Jt/iitr^-shaped moulding, which initialed the gtjn(fi of the temple, also 
made its appearance on the miniattire and disturbed, by its very projcciion, 
the continuous line of tlie latier'a contour. 

The vtifondb was a carved A'At^^■l^-shapcd moulding, Bfofccis jnto tfogm, it, 
however, did not run over the raha. Over it was a carved ntultilacetcd recess, 
capped by a prominent series of corbels. The extreme corner of the recess was 
distinguished by a squalling dwariish figure in ihe attitude of supporting Ute 
superstructure. 

The corbels over the recess supptirted a band, above whidt projccicd a carved 
Jt/wrd-shapeti moulding, sciptorratha on plan and running on alt sides. With this 
moulding, wfiich had a row of inverted stepped pyramids, began the gatj^K Very- 
little informulion about the can be had from the photograph except liuU the 
kimika p^go was divided into biiSfim by cireular h/iSmhamlSs, the latter crowning a 
set of three lavishly-carved Wrw/jf/-»wrfig#s. 

With its fully developed feaiures, h seemed to have been even later ihau 
Temple fi. 

Tlie garbhu-mtifa tested on corbels.' Tlic initial square plan was coitv^ted 
inlo an octagon by means of loug slabs which did away with the comers. There 
was a corbelled niche over the ceilmg of ihe passage-

To the south of Temple 1B imd to the cast of a large tank called Ranfiha-bandli 
(dL n was a heap of brkks and bridc-bais, represeniing the ruim of a temple- 
complex On tills heap lay one complete sculpture and two fragments of a sccoivd* 
both of coarse-grained stone. Some yards to the west was an architectural stone, 
its lop relieved with a lion, probably the lion on the gmub of the lost temple, 

In the Revenue Records the site has been recorded as Parvaiillian, Locally, 
hov^cver, it is known as Salesvaralhan. Its ;^va assaciiiiion is su^ested not only 
bv the images found on it but also by a cliloriic /ffigrt (pi. XXXIV B), round a^vc 
and octagonal below, found in the very centre of the mound, ft has now b<^n 
removed by a villager of Tclkupi to a mound of bnck-baU (SimulMi) in Ourudi, 
Tlic temple proper was of stones. Even the oldest man of the villager docs not 
remember to have seen the temple uandtng. Many, however, affirm that the fal cn 
stones. l>oili carved and uncarved, were variously utilized by the villagers m the 
finings of wells and foundations of huts.

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Of the two scutpiures, Ih^ bctter«pre£en'cd one (pi. XXXIVD) wasrSft. Sin. 
liigh and 1 ft. 1 in. tvide, itic oblong back slab being curved at tbe top cortiers. 
Clad in a short t/luiti and decked in xarpa-nSpums^ an ttpavita, a 
thick bangles of routul sccTron tone on each wrist), sarpa-angadas^ a neckhice, 
car^tuds with snakes coming out and a the slightly poi-beJIied 

ligurc stood m xania-pada on a double-petal led lotus and carried a long /v/ci-likc 
object (trf.^r7/ri?) with the lip damaged in its left hand and a cup or rosary in thcrighlT 
poised as 111 vam-nuiifrd On cilhcr side of its legs was a bejewelled fenialc chditwrif- 
bearer, vtanding with a slight dexion, ivhtk at the top corners was a lidyddhara, with 
a garliincl in bauds, flying through clouds. 

Of the iw'o fragnieius of the second sculpture (pi. XXXIV A and C), the 
bmalle; one (pi. XXXIV C')» with a width of 2 fl, I in. and maximum height of 
I ft, 10 in,, preserved only the legs with ankleu below the knee of the principal 
figure, who stood on a double^pelalled lotus, The bottom end of a rrisSh was 
shown parallel to the lefl leg. On cUher side of the Icp was a female figure with 
the head missing. 

The larger fragment (pL XXXIV A), 3 ft. 6 in. high and 2 ft. I in. wide, depicted 
a male figure, its legs below the knee missing. Not poi-beUicd like iu counterparty 
the figure was also standing but with a slight flexion. Draped in a iViaiJ and decked 
in a girdle, car-studs, a hSra^ armlets and a high nutkufa, it held a irisiilii in its raised 
left hand, its damaged right palm hanging as tn vara-imidra. At the curved 
top corners of tJic back slab was a figure with a garland in hands, fiyrng through 
clouds. The defaced heads of the flanking figures (pi. XXXIV C) were preserved 
near the bottom. 

The two sculptures appeared Uj have represented the attendanls of Siva and 
probably flanked the eiurance-door of the temple. 

11. TI MPLI; 21 

This temple had been reduced to a large mound coshered with stones, both 
carved and uncurved, and bricks, oven before the birth of the oldest man of ilie 
village. The sanctuary was dedicated to a very large Unga whkh along with the 
afghya-jtdffa is still in sttu. The particular plot (no. 1240) on which liie Uttga exists 
has been recorded as Bhije^varaUtan (B), the area around it being locally known as 
Vanarasi or VurAiiasi, The iiAga^ ihough w-iiboui any shed over it, used to receive 
occasional worship from the villagers. 

1. Tumple 22 

This temple also had all along been found by the local people as a mound 
littered with stone slabs, botli plain and decorated It also enshrined a /oiger, which 
lay exposed. In the Revenue Records, the name of the site Is 5iv;imel5 (C), 
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J. Temi’Le 23 

Reduced to a mound of carved and uncarved stones, the temple (rather the 
site of the temple) was known as Pahadi among the villagers who had only seen the 
arghya-patfa, the ttnga having been lost before the living memory. Tlie name of the 
plot in the Revenue Records is iiiivathan (I), 

It. Temkls 24 

Converted into a mound of stone slabs, both plain and dec<^lc(4 tWs temple, 
l6o. was known as PShadS among the local people and Sivaihan (J) in tlie Revenue 
Records. The exposed Itnga may stilt be seen amidst stone slabs. It used to receive 
worship occasionally. 


L. Temple 25 

The ruins of a temple in the fonn of stone stabs and bricks were located on 
an elevate fallow j^ound, locally known as Daiigfil-badi ^d called Nfitlithan (L) 
in the Revenue Records. Tlie site also contain^ a petkka well. No body has seen 
any image Hne. 

M. Temfu 26 

Located to the nortti-wesi of Temple 18, this temple had been reduced to a 
mound, about 7 ft. high, locally known as Bad-paltSdl- Stre'^ with stones, both 
carved and uncarvcd, and bricks, it fonned a favourite quarry for building materials 
and linings of wells. Indeed, a douhte-siorcycd bouse of Chak-Man^Ia was built 
about fifty years back with the slori« carried from this very site. It is not known 
if Begfar had in mind this tcmple^or Temple 20 (p. 43) when he referred to a temple 
‘of Vishnu or Siva* close to Temple 18. A ItAgtt is still iff situ on the crown of the 
mound. The site yielded eight arghya-paftta, li may. thus, be presumed that there 
were several temples here. The site has been recorded as PiiSmbata fM). 
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SACRED SITES A^D LOOSE SCULPTt'RES 
1. SACRED SITES 

TTic following are the chief sacrod sites lthan=S^Qskiii which are not 

reported to have coEiaiited ihc ruin-s of any aiicient stmctures. 


A. NimaJs’tthan fO) 

The site, located to the £OUih'Sout]i>easL of Temple 18, was known after a 
p^ly-hurred relief of a four^armed goddess andranl?). locally known as U^^oll 
(Nirani in the Revenue Records). Seated on an clephani against an oblong back- 
^ound (pK XXXV B), the figure carries a goad (?) tn its tower right hand and a cup- 
shaped object in the upper left, the attributes m other hands being indistinct. Tracts 
of any stnigture around it were absent, though the image was held in high sanctity. 
The image was worshipped with some ceremony by the Misras of the village on 
the Durga-iiavaini (usually in the month of ASvJna). the expenses having been borne 
by therajaoflCashipur. who was the owner of not only the temples but also sacred 
sites of the village. Goats wens also sacrificed on that occasion. The deiiy was 
highly veiieniicdi.by the women of the village, and her help was invariably invoked 
for the removal of all kinds of evihi and also for the fuieirocnt of longrng. When¬ 
ever any wish had been fulfilled she was offered either payasu prepared with pure 
milk and rice or a goal. The site also was the fcndcEVOUs of iJtc women of (he 

village on the occasion of the worship of Shashdii in the month of Jyiitththa 
(May*Jnne), ^ 

B, DtrROATTlAM (O) 

li was a small mound, uoi under cultivation. The local people remember to 
have heard about the place having been a sacred spot where the annual worship 
of DurgS used to take place iwo or iltrec generations before the present one. 

C, CttAPAKATHAK <H) 

On the last day of Ch^tra and the first day of VaiMkha a small fair was held 
here near the spot where the pole of Chadaka was planted. 


D, SivatuAn (F)

to Chadakathan was the Kamalc^vara Sivathdn. It was a stnall modern 
a roof of tiles and walls of bricks in mud.

Siva (tir)sa), ftji image of Vishiju (pi. XXXV A) and three other Vngas. Evidently, 
these objects of worship (now TCtnoved to Gurudi) found shelter here after the niir 
of their ongtnal sanctum. On the last day of Chatira, the gdfon of Siva used to take 
place in this icnipJc. By ihc side of the temple was a kachcM simcture wHh a 
thatched roof resting on posts and with open sales, called Harir Mandir. where 
the satiklrtctM (p. 4) of Hari was held. 

E. KXlIthAn <E) 

It is a brick strucitiTc where the annual worship of Kill on the new moon night 
of Karttika used to take place. 


F. KaUtjian (Q) 

The annual worship of a clay image of Kill on the new moon night of Vaisikha 
was held liere inside a hut with earthen waUs. 

G. jAMKUKpATirAN <R) 

Some roundish stones were worshipped here as grdntchdevaii (the tutelary 
deity of the village) under the shade of a tree. There was no other image nor any 
temple here. 


2. LOOSE SCULPTURES 

Telkopi was fairly rich in images, which is but natural in a temple-centre like 
this. Only a few of the images were removed before the submersion, while most 
of them were allowed to be "washed away. At Bhairavaihan, inside the Khciai- 
chandi-ghar (p. 27), which was partly under water, I saw half a dozen sculptures 
including images ofMahishasuramardim and Uma-MaheSvara of the late Pfila period, 
and Ganesa. As they were partly under water, they were not photographed. I 
tried to r^ovc these sculptures, tut well as the Vtshpu-nnage of Temple 9 and Ambika 
and Andhakasura-vadha-murti inside the porch of Temple 10 to a place of safely, 
but did not succeed due to the boatmen^s refusal to transport them on theit 
hoat which carried us to Bhairavaihan. as they considered it a great sin to disturb 
the images from their places. The only allemaUve left for me was to request the 
Deputy Commissioner of Purulia to nrrange for their transpoiiatioii. 

In the palace of Raja Upendranarayan Siogha Deo. formerly the owner of 
Tclkupi village, now lies an exceptionally beautiful chlorite gargoyle in the form 
of the head of a /nakara of unusually targe dimensions. It was brou^t from Telkupi 
some seventy years back. 
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As already rtoiod (p. 41). the people of Gurudi, which borders the southern 
extremity of Tclkupi, Have recently built art oblong temple (still roofless) with the 
stones taken from Temple 19. Inside it is now a chlorite (?) image of Vishnu which 
hailed from the Kamalesvara Siva temple (pp. 46 and 47) of Telkupi. 

The sculpture (pi. XXXV A), 3 ft. 10 in, high without the tenon and 1 ft. 8J in. 
wide sL the maximum iroint, although a late specimeti, is in a perfeci state of pre- 
ser^'ation. Draped in a short tUtotf fastened by an elaborate girdle and decked 
in anklets, a vaijayantT-md!d^ an upavTta, a plain necklace of two strands. tw*o tliick 
bangles of round section on each wrist, armlets, kvni^alas with lotus^nds> finger-rings 
and a high miikuta crowned by a conical object, the four-armed deity wilh a smiling 
face stands in santa^pdda on a double-petulled lotus, the latter placed on a trhratha 
pedestal. His lower left hand rests on the head of a maec, placed \’erticai[y. the 
upper left and right hands carry respectively a conch and a wheel, while the lower 
right, with a lotus-mark on the pate, displays iwti-mudrd. Thus, the image con¬ 
forms to the Jantirdana form of Vrsht^u according to J-lemadri and the Agni-PurthM 
and Vasirdeva according to the Padma-Punlna. By the side of his right leg is the 
standing bcjew'dled Lakshml wilh the stalk of a full-hlown lotus in her left hand, 
her right hand touching her right thigh. The corresponding figure, an unfinishe d 
one. on the right b Sarasvatl. playing on a vipif, Tlie halo, in an elongated oval 
form, rises above the back stab. Tlie existence of the tenon in the image points 
lo its being the enshrined image of a temple. 


B. Lingas 

By the side of lliis image of Vishnu have found shelter five Ungas^ round at 
the top. octagonal in the middle and square at the base. All of them, except one 
which was found inside Temple 19. were within the Kamalcsvara Siva (pp. 46 and 
47) temple at Tclkupi, 

C, ParvatI (?) 

Ir the house of Shri Dugai Karmukstr. who lived on plot no. 1992, W'cre 
some sandstone sculptures. Two of them were brought to Patliarbadi-tolB (p. 2) 
of Telkupi, One of them in an architectural piece depicting a gracefully sianding 
female (pi. XXXVl B, dexter). The ether Tcpresents a badly defaced image (pi, 
XXXVT B. central piece). Pamtl seated in htitamim on a plain seat, below 
which is a lion. On cither side is an attending figure. 

D, DlVINft: MOTHER 

An excellent relief of a divine mother fpl, XXXVI A) is now in the house of 
Shri Panchanan Chaltarajof the village Bamgadia. Originally it lay by the side 
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of a modem Kali temple (about 300 ft. north of the north-Vi'esl comer of Dighi-bundh) 
in the village Chalt-Mangala (now submerged) which was on the bank of ilie Damo- 
dar inunediaiely to the west of Tdkupi, 

When 1 firat vbited the place I found the image along with a few stones oyer 
the ruined plinth of a brick siniciure. According to local information it was lying 
exposed without any shed for the last fifty years or so and was known as Garicsa- 
janani. Tlic tniage, to judge from the pedestal, a separate stone, was originally 
enshrined as a central deity. 

The sculpture of bluish chiorite (?), with the top comers cun-ed, depieu 
a beautiful mother lying on her riglu side, her raised head supported by her right 
palm, on a carved footed cot. Her left palm fondly fc&ts on the child, nestled in her 
embrace. She is clad in a short richly-carved stiiU and decked elegantly wtb 
anklets, a girdle, fingcr-rinp, thick bracelets with a beaded omamciii, rows of Uiin 
bangles, a ramopavUa, a broad necklace, a beaded Adru. armlets with a tnangulEir cemrd 
piece, eor-siuds. a tiara and a bun-shaped coiffure. The facial expression is 
extremely pleasaiil. She is attended to by four flgutes-oiie, female, seated, sham¬ 
pooing her right fool, and another femude standing near her head, and two male, 
one holding a garland in hand. Of about tlie nimh ceniury aji,. the sculpture, 3 ft. 
long and I ft* 7 in. high, is pariicuiarly remarkable for the modelling of the figures. 

Below the cot is a lion, which may point to the identification of the sculpture 
a$ Parvall, mother of child Karltikeya, 

E. GaI^ESA 

In the same house is a four-armed image (2 ft. Sin. high and I ft. 7 in, wide), 
in sandstone, of Gat.ieSa (pi. XXXV C), said to have been brought from that verj- 
vtUage, Badly defaced, the pot-bellied figure is bejewelled in thick bangles of round 
section, an u/wvhn and its characteristic peculiar (other ornaments damaged). 

Standing in samc-pilda it carries in its lower left hand a bowl of on which 

its trunk is placed and in upper left hand a hatchet, the attributes in the right hands 
being defaced. Tlic oval halo is slighlly pointed at the crown. At the cur>'ed 
top corners of the oblong back slab is a garland-lwaring vidyStlhara flving through 
clouds. 


CHAPTER VI 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 
1. REUGJON 

Telkupi with its numerous lemples bespeaks not only the ferveiU religiosity' 
which once inflamed its inhabitants but also Its having been considered for a bug 
time as a sacred place of pilgrimage to which Hocked devotees from distani lands 
to vvorship their chosen gods and to make, according to ihcir means, dedications, 
which varied from large temples to their miniature rcpiicus. Thus were collected 
scores of numarure temples. Some of these, being summarily executed, ercuied 
the false impressions of piHairs. But their true character can be detected from 
such reliefs as tiagos and arghya^paffas. Be^ar noticed them in the following terms ; 

‘Besides the temples, there are numerous miniature temples, - things that, 
if Buddhist, would be called votive stupas or votive chaityas. but b^ing Brahmanical, 
must, 1 suppose, be called votive sivalas: some arc miniature single-celt temples 
fsoiid of course), others arc pillars, most probably satt monttmenb. and sculptured 
on one face with the lingam and argha, or oilter devices. None are insenbt^.' 

In the foreground of pi. HI may bc seen a piljor-tikc miniature monotithie 
temple. Its two visible faces are reUeved with niches, one of them having perhaps 
the figures of Uma-Malicsvara. 

The cosmopoHuin character of this great religious centre, winch catered to the 
spiritual craving of the followers of different religions, is equally manifest. Votaries 
of almost all the Brahmanical cult-gods found here a congenial place to erect cdJitces 
in honour of their own gods. From the existence of temples of differejii cult-deities 
within common premises as at Bhairavath^, it may to presumed that there was 
no sectarian rivalry and exetusKeness of the morbid cliaracter. oven if there did 
not exist an intimate association between difleient religious sects, CuU-syncretism 
ivas at work about this time in various pans of India, and evidenily Telkupi also was 
a participeni In the general movemetii of the times. 

Of the five principal cults, four at least, Saiva, Vaishnava, Saurn and Sakta, 
were wcU-csiablishcd here. Tliough two images of Gane^ were noticed liere^ it is 
not known if these images ever presided over the sanctum sanctorum of a temple

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as q\i1t> imag cs or acted as a fidriva^devaia of a ^iva sanctaary, Rdiefs of Gaijeia 
on ihc Imtds of the Saiva temples were very conuiion^ and at least one Satva temple 
(Temple 8) preserved lit) September 1959 a dancing image of Gane§a in the niche 
of il5 northern rdha. In view of these it is difficult to affirm that the Oanapaiya sect 
ever prevailed here. 

Temples 7* 15 and 16 were dedicated to Surya, The existence of ai least a 
fourtli one is suggested by an image w'htch Bcglar saw as au Inmider in Temple 11. 

Ai BJiairavaihan itself there were not less than two temples (Temples 4 and 9) 
of VisJntu, of which the image in Temple 9 used to be worshipped till 1957. The 
exbtence of a third Vaishitava temple at Telkupi is attested by the inmgc now 
removed lo Gurudi (p. 4&X while Temple 17 was dedicated to the Narasithha incar¬ 
nation of Vishnu. Tliough the image of T^arasimha is very common as one of the 
piirsva-devatds of the shrines of Vishnu, separate sanctuaries, for the exclusive 
worslijp of this incamatson, are rather rare in this part of India. 

Tliftl there existed temples dedicated to Sakti is proved by the image of the 
divine mother (pp. 4tl and 49), if not by the image of Mahishasuramardin! (p. 47) 
found at Bhairavathan, 

Of the Braltmanical sects Saivism was undoubtedly the most popular, claiming 
the largest number of devotees, if we judge by the number of tcnjplcs and Mgas. Of 
the temples noticed here, sixteen (Temples I, 2, 3,8,10, 11, 12,13, 18,19, 20, 21, 
22,23, 24 and 26) at least were dedicated to ISiva, and there are sufficient reasons 
to believe that there were many more, Beglar saw at Bhairavalhan a large number of 
Ih'igm andarg/iyu'/w^/or which lay uncovered due to the disappearance of die slirines 
dial once housed them. §iva was usually represemed by the phallic emblem. His 
anthrcpomorphic fonns were extremely rare, 1 have seen only two such ftgimes, 
one representing liis placid fomi in the company of Uma (p. 47) and the other 
terrible when he killed AndhakSsura (pi. XV B). Tlie relief of Lakultsa, the 
orgiimzcf of the Pakpata sect, on the lintel of Temple IS probably signifies that 
ilirougli the efforts of thb particular Saiva sect, Saivlsm got firmly established in 
this centre. 

Thai Telkupi was not exclusively a Brahmanical centre is ^ggested by the 
large image of AmbikS <pl, XV C), the sduma-devi of Neminatha, in the Jagitmoiiaw 
of Temple 10. Evidendy, this Image, after the collapse of its temple, was brouglil to 
this shrine at a date, when its Jaina character could not be recognized by the people 
who apparently took it as (be consort of Siva, ihc name and the mount helping 
in the new identification. 


2. ARCHITECTURE 

Telkupi, with its prolific and sustained architectural activity, bequeathed 
lo us more or less a continuous series of temples which were important documen¬ 
taries on the aiehitecture of a regional branch of the fektm order of the north Indian 
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icmplcs. UnfotlUTmtcly this precious which had a sigmficant place 

in the history of Indian templt-ardiitcctureT disfippeared before we could utt[i 2 c 
its e\idence fully. As mentioned already«1 saw during my second visit the remains 
of six temptes only* of which three alone belonged to the archetype of Telkupi. The 
following is, thus* a post-mortem architectural study of this archetype and its furthcf 
developments. 

Among the icmples described in previous pages, thirteen at least (Temples 
1, 2, 6,7 and 11-19) belonged to one type. Temples 6and 19 being later development 
of ihe same tradiiioii wiiich characterized Telkupi. Spread over se\'eral centuries, 
these temples furnish a few missing links in the ctiain of Bengali r€kha temples and, 
thus, help appreciably in undcrsianomg the course of evolution of tliis particular 
expression orthc nkha order From a study of Temples 7, 11, 12 and 14-18,> 
there emerge the foEowing typical characicrtsucs sliared by them, 

(1) Absence of a stylobate and the presence of a slightly projecting upSm. 

(2) Three divisions on the exterior, namely gcri^i and niaj/cAn, respec¬ 
tively comprising the vertical wall, the curvilinear spire and the crowning demenis, 

(3) Ground-plan square inside* and irhraiiiii outside, Uie walls being sub¬ 
jected lo a projection in the middle of each face. The kuulkii was variegated into 
upa-pagas^ the central ttpa-paga of die piibhaga and the Jmigfm of at least Temples 
16, 17 and 18 being sli^itly more proj*cctcd than the oiiier upet’-pagm. This extra 
projection, however, did not appear on the vitru{\4Q and gap^L 

(4) HSlui of the frontal face displaying a greater proj^tion, not only on the 
ba^d but also on the g<m^/ to a certain height, than those on other three faces, the 
latter's projections being never very pronounced. 

(5) Provision of an extremely narrow vestibule in the thickness of the frontal 
ruhS. It was flanked by diin walls on two sides and shaded by a ceiling whtcli pro¬ 
jected forward from the lop of the lintel of the door-frame, 

(6) Absence of a regular porch, the tempEcs being, thus, each a single unit. 

(7) Three elements in the bS^a, viz. piibhugu, JMgha and vorafititi. 

(8) PabItSga composed of mouldings, varying from four to six, of which the 
second from the bottom was a km^hd, 

(9) Presence of a simple ktmkhard'^nmiiii on the three riUtas of the Mdd. In 
the ba4d portion of the kh&khard'mu{itjl'i was an oblong nklie, pr^umably for the 
pdrsvo-devnrJ. 

(i0> KatHku of lheyd«g/w broketi into a row of pilasters, the laticf having u 
set of khurd and inverted khurd both at the base and at the capital.

(12) A conspicuous hoiizoTiial depression ik^nti) demarcating the ba^a from 
Uw gatjtijlk Tliis recess, which did not continue on the rdim in some early specimens, 
was invariably relieved with trellis-patterned panels, each alternating with a pilaster, 
the latter crowned generally by a corbelled capital. 

(13) A broad projected ^;/mra-slmpcd moulding over the recess, initialing ihc 
gan^U. 

(14) Kmika of the gan{U divided into ufm^pugtis, all, cscept tlte comer one 
composed of a series of mouldings, usually /f/mrd-shoped and relieved with chaiiya- 
windows. 

(15) The comer upa-paga of the gm^li being partitioned into hhumis. Each 
hhtlmi consisted of three hhumi-varamUs, the upper two clasped logctiier, and a 
bh^ni^ttla, this having the appeararice of the segment of a circle. 

(16) The three rdhas und the uppermost part of the froiilut rdhd relieved w'ith 
a broad band of cAd/ryu-window mt'tifs. The rdhds of Temple M were left uncarved. 
That portion of the frontal rdhd, which was more projectciJ than others, had two 
large members, reminiscent of (he roof of a khdkhard-muiii/i, the latter's bd(fa carved 
on the main hd<fn. 

(17) Absence of rampant lions (a cbarocteristic feature of the later temples 
of Orissa) on the gtvtt^L 

(18) Siab-UJte vfsama with or without central projections. 

(19) Flattish amid with a pronouncedly large diameter. 

(20) Total absence of a p/(Vd (/et/A even as a motif, 

(21) Tlte layout of these temples charaerterized by cstfemc simplicity. The 
pilasters on the kattika ol’ihc Jdngho, V(iro;t</o*motiidi£ig and the recess relieved 
with trellises and pilasters are suggestive of a double-sioreyed structure with a bal¬ 
cony, ilie laiier having a honeycombed railing, and the roof of both ihe storeys 
being supported by pillars, 

(22) Simple surface-treatment. The most recurring motif was the chaityv- 
window, an architectural motif which in later lemptesi was liiglily stylized. 

(23) Thin walls tied by mtuttjs ai short iutervals. 

Despite these common features, all these temples did not seem to have been 
contemptwaneous. As no inscriptions’ have been noticed in these temples, the 
chronotogy of the temples cannot be saiisfaclorily established. No data again are 
available on Ihe structural analysis and the proponionaie relations between diflerent 
elements of the temples, as they were not subjocicd lo measurement. Es^n the 
measurements of the three temples (16, 17 and 18) which were laken by me could

attempt has been made here even with the help of scanty evidence to prepare an 
evolutionary sequence, the value of these megascopic data ^ing agaui not above 
doubt. Consequently, this has to be re-examined and its reliability or otherwise 
re-assessed as and when new discoveries of accurateiy-datable temples of this type 
were made in this zone. 

Pot preparing tlie series of the early group 1 have taken into consideration 
Temples 7, 12, H. 16, 17 and 18, the view of the rd/ids of which is avaiUibte in the 
pholograpiis. The disposition of the kMktuir&mmt^i on the /‘JMr has been lakcn 
as the main criterion for determining the evolutional sequence here.

Hie ffattish ainfd in boUt the ciises wav 
pronouncedly broad. 

Temple 7 fpl. IX) possibly had five mouldings in Ihc pdhIuJgiK Tlie upper

XXXVIII A) taken by Bloch’s photographer in 1903 (neg* no. 106 of the 
Mid-castem Circle of the Archaeological Survey of India, p. 7 n* 6) leaves no 
room for doubt about its architectural alKiiation with the temples of Tclkupi, With 
five mouldings in the pdMd/ffl, the shnne was rn-rafftn on plan.

The poieniiality of old architectural expressions of the adjoimng Dtsmci of 
Bankura has not been fully explored. During a short survey of a stretch of 10 
miles alona the Kasai I came across a number of images, mostly iaina, lyt“& 
amorphous mins of ancient temples. Only one temple was found p^rved slightly 
above its bddti. The temple (pl, XL B), located in ilie village of Ambikaiiagar,* wiffi 
pilasters on its kaiiika, partakes very closely of the diaracter of the early group ol 
Telkupi and the pafidid}>sttma temple of Budhpur.

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Temples I, il and 01 (pis* XLl A and Xlil A) of the group of four temples 
at Barakar^ (District Buidwan)^ three temples (pL. XL! B)at Panrra (District Dhanbad) 
and the Lakshml temple (XLlI B) at Para (District Purulia) are lineal descendants 
of Temple 6 of TclJcupi and shed a verj welcome light on the further development 
of the style of TeJkupi, 

Temples I and II of Barakar, to judge from ihcir close affinity with each other, 
are contemporaneous. The date of the construction of Temple 11. tiie southern one, 
as gathered from an iiiscriplioti, is a,d 1461, which further increases the value of these 
temples.

About four miles nonb^sst of thiE pluccj on ihe south buoL of the Daimuda ri^er, is the vilisgc of 
Tclhupi, eomainiDg. perhaps, the finest and largest number of [cmpics within a sinalt space that is to 
be found in the Cbutia Nfigpur Circle in Bengal. The]^ are in three gioupr, the Ingest btting to the 
■lortli hy a liitlt east of the elllajpe and on the brink of river; a second group close to (he Village ami 
somewtui to its west, and a iirird group within the soutii>tast end of the village, 1 begin with the 
first group. 

No. 1, or the most northerly temple, consists of a single cell ; it faces the south ; there is no cmbktn 
411 figure over the entrance doorway ; the otgcct of worship inside is a lingam. The floor of the cell 
is about two feel below the sill of ihc entrance, which is itself two feet below the present groutid-level.

No. 8. Is 0 large temple, faeitig east; this, like the others, once consisted of the cell atone, but 
has had a large and very massively built and heavily rCNffcd mahamundapa added on afterwards, the 
junction being quite distinct, fn style, also, the tower and the mahumandapa differ, the tower being 
plainly, but tastefully, omamanted with sculpture and mouldings, the other being quite plain; the figure 
of Ganepa is sculptured on ct the entrances both of the original sanctum and of the later mandapa; ihc 
temple iberefore was, and lias always beta. Saivic. 

The cell has on Inner low nwf, os usual, of overlapping stone* ; (he mahamandapa has a roof of 
overlapping stonet also; the object of worship in the celt Is a tingam- 

The mahanuutdapa appears somewliul too large for the tsnetum behtnd, 9nd the apparent inequality 
is increased by the massive heavy stylo of the former controiilmg with the lighter tower behind: aliogciher, 
the cotnposltlnn ha» noi been »o happily designed as it might have been, though It is probably bciter than 
the contbinution noticed in temple No. 6. the disproportion theit being greater. 

A wait of plain rougli cut granite runs from the.bock of the icmple No. 6 to the fneade of No. 8. 
luid Is continued beyond the facade on the other side; this wall is pierc^ with a small true, arched open¬ 
ing : the wall at the qsenmg is raised higher thou elsewhere, and the projecting high piece Is curved on 
top, AS is efien done >n buildings in Lower BetigaL Tl e occurrence of the true arch prnvn the wall 
to be u poM-Muhnmmiulan irdditlon ; and as it rcientbles in details of tniienal and executlnn tlic maha- 
inandapa of the temple. I regard both as of the same date, built most probably by« or tn the tipie of, 
Rajs Mdn Singh. 
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No. 9 » s small Temple, facrag north: n Imusis wuJpturcd over the cinmnwi ihe temple consist* 
of only the odJ or sanctum. >-hich enshriow a four-JUttied Vaishnavk stniue; the roof of ibc temple 
i* sw heavy, bcine plain pyramidal in form, cut up into few and niaisive *tcpi. and resciublmg the 
rnof ofthe temolc of Kalvgneswnri at Devisthan; the fcuJpture and Jine» of the dtwrway arc very ^hiUlow, 
and quite unlike that of'lhc other temples described; the shallcmnwt I take «» * of 
The enshrined statue >n*Wc docs not face the door, but occupies the csstem stdt <rf the cc : citner. 
thennon:, the stswc has been removed, or the entrance has been changed. As il^nc is a small mcl^ in 
the w«t wall, it is not improhobb that ihk nklie is the preienl fepn^tniaiive of the old doorway, which 
o,ice existed on this side ; this would make the present ^trance on the north a lute alteration, on in¬ 
ference ^unified by its shallow' carving : t.he roof of the temple internally i* of overlapping stones. 

No. 10 is ti large icmpk, fhces west, and cotvsisis of the tancium and its euendmu portico, vcrtihule, 
mandapa, etc. The mandapa hud three entrances, of whiiA the north one is now dosed ; a lotus s 
sculptured over the outer cnirtince, but the object of worship inside i* a fin gam; the sanctum ta sur- 
momned. not by the «kwU graceful tower, but by an almost stml^t-sidcd spire, the native 
which fe hcitthicnwt by it* surface being cut up into seven spaces by plain projectini hands. The roof of 
the mahamandapa is a low pyramid, like that of the Kuly fineswari temple, or of temple No. % dmd^ 
in throe steps by bands and itcessed moutdiug*. Tlw temple is appurmiiy much more mod^ than the 
other lentplcs here, except perhaps No, 9. and msy date at earliest to the same^nod us the addnioiw 
and aliCTauoiu in the other remplcs noticed hefttre, but is probably stiU inter. The sptfc tesembles ihc 
tpire of tlic temples ai Boijnaih. 

No. U is a smalt temple.fadiig cast t Gone^a wjlFured over enbanoc: within, lire an argha without 
the liugam and a stoiue of Aditya, the last bcuig evidently an imiuder. In maiana], ornameniattxm, 
and execution the temple focinbks No. 1. The upper part of the tower is broken. 

No. 12 resembles No. II; it (bets east, and enshrines a Jingam and arghn ; dane^a over enuance. 


No. 1J resembles Nos. 11 and 12 ; has Ganeca over the doorway, which faces west. 

This U the Iasi temple, still m tolerable order. Besides these, which msy fatrly be considered as 
sianding iKm are numerous ones, more or less rtilned.somt being bTOken down to the level of Ihe^f 
of the sanctum, others still more, while of many a confused heap of cut stones is all that remama.Thcrt 
were still other* who» «tnlyTemaint aie a nuoibcr of Ungams. arglias, and cut stone in the bed of the 
liver. One temple disappeared into the river in the interval between my first aixl my present visit to the 
dIuoc— a period of liitle over five years only. 

It appeart that Hie banks of the river extended up to, and beyond, a long line of rocks that now 
jut out in the bed of the river p^tmlld to the line of bank, and a hundred yards off. The Imildxrt that 
chose the she of the temple appear evidently to have done their best in selecting what appeared a safe spot 
on the rivw banks, as the line of rock* siusl then have formed an indetirutiiblc natural revetmerU of the 
river face, but they did not reckon on Hie river cutiiirgili way behiJid the invincible revetment, and rush¬ 
ing through then temples;tlicy erred in not asccrtajuitig, with all possible care, the highest flood-level of 
ihe river—an error bm too common amo«B the engineers even anhis day. In ordinary years, the Hood 
seldom reaches the top of the Itigh bauks, and inquljy, unlesa icry earcralty made, would fail to show 
that to certain yetus the flood rtulies with mad fury, four feet deep, through the very court-yards, and into 
the cells of the temples on the highest spots, while the temples lower down are buned the w hete depth 
of ihe entrance doorwaya. 

Temple No. ID Is iradhlonaliy said to have been thus buried in »tnd almost up to the eaves of the 
tower roof, and the heaps now lying ouislde are pointed out a* the identical i and dug out of Ihe man-
